“The setond All-India Oriental Conference held at Calontta in 1922 
- having accepted the invitation of the Madras University to hold its third 
Session at Madras, the Syndicate of the University appointed &n 
Organising Committee of five amongst themselves, with power 
Жо 'oo-opt, to organise and make all the necessary arrangements for 
holding the Session. An Executive Committee was then formed 
with Dr. 8. Krishnaswami Aiyangar, University Professor, ‘and 
Mr, P. P. S. Sastri, Superintendent of Sanskrit Schools, as Secretaries and 
Mr. K. Balasubramania Iyer, Vakil, High Court, Madras, as Treasurer. 
Reception Commitee was also formed with the Rev. Dr. E.M. 
Meophail, D.D., 0.B-E., Vice-Chancellor, as Chairman. ( 


Invitations soliciting. co-aperation were addressed to various Proyin- 
cial Governments, Indian Statc: *he Universities and other Literary 
bodies, Scholars and the General tu. and they met with a hearty 

: response. About 200 papers were submitted and the amount of dona- 
tions and other contributions exceeded Rs. 10,000, the Local Government 
and the Madras University each contributing a thousand rupees. The 
Committee beg to convey their thanks to the various donors and patrons 
for their generous contributions. 


The Committee of the Conference approached His Excellency

Es Opening-day Addresses. 
The Conference was held at the Senate House, Madras, on the 
92nd, 23rd, and 24th of December, 1924. The proceedings were opened 
E by His Excellency Viscount Goschen, Chancellor of the University, with 
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ibefitting Oriental Music, and Vedio, Tamil and Arabic chants. His 
Excellency delivered a learned and sympathetic address of welcome to 
‘the soholars assembled, briefly recapitulating the substantial work 
already achieved by eminent Orientalists and indicating the immense 
possibilities for further research work with special reference to the 
interconnection of the Semitic and Aryau cultures, ` 


The Rev. Dr. Maophail, Vice-Chancellor and Chairman of the 
Reception Committee, then welcomed the Members of the All India 
“Oriental Confererbe to Madras in a short speech on behalf of the 
“University and the Publio of Madras. 


Mahamshopadhyayo Dr. Gangenath Jha, Vice-Chancellor of the 
Allahabad University waa then proposed to the Presidential chair by 
Bir P.S. Sivaswami Aiyar of Madras, Shamsul-Ulema Dr. J.J. Modi of 
Bombay, Principat Shafi of Lahore and Rao Sabib R. Krishna Rao 
Bhonsle of Madras. The President then delivered an instructive address 
exhorting ‘the authorities toncérned to conserve and encourage the ancient 
learning in all ita manifold aspects in a manner worthy of its past. 


The Conference then adjourned to the Madras Sauskrit College, 
Mylapore, at 2 pat, in response to an invitation from the College

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MAHAMAHOPADHYAYA PROFESSOR KUPPUSWAMI SASTRI 
(1880-1943) 


Hailing from a great family of saintly scholars, Professor Sastri had mastered Vedanta, Nvava, 
Mimamsa, Vyakarana and Sahitya even before he was twenty years (20) of age. He combined an 
all round traditional scholarship both in Sastra and Sahitya with modern scholarship. He 
contributed largely in many ways to the cause of Sanskrit learning, education and research. À 
pioneering scholar in Purva Mimamsa, he became the first Principal of the Madras Sanskrit College, 
the premier college in India that teaches Purva Mimamsa. He had earned the great respect of not 
only all the traditional and modern researchers but also great stateman scholars like Rt. Hon'ble 
VS. Srinivasa Sastri, Dr. S. Radhakrishnan, Prof. M. Hiriyanna and others.

Presided over sections in the All India Oriental Conferences, Indian Philosophical 
Congress, Kanchipuram Parishads, and the Advaita Sabha of South India. 
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From the time of king Asvapati of the Upanishads who said that there was none in his state 
who was not learned, to the beginning of the British administration, the tradition of learning had 
all along been maintained well in India by a net work of agrahaharas, tols and Pathasalas. It is 
recorded that in 1822, Madras had 12,498 indigenous schools. After a period, the British were 
accused of having done nothing for the education of the people who were under their rule. They 
made a halting start as they were torn between the opposing pleas for establishing Oriental 
institutions where Sanskrit and Persian education would be given and for opening English institutions 
teaching modern knowledge. They started three Sanskrit institutions, the school at Poona in 1821 
and the colleges at Banaras and Calcutta in 1791-92 and 1824. However, neither these Sanskrit 
and nor the other English institutions seem to have been started by them with clear motives. 
Fortunately at least some of them who came into touch with Sanskrit could be impressed with its 
wealth and beauty and could feel the need to develop it. The Government Orders dated 3.9.1814 
and 31.6.1836 enunciated the intrinsic value of Sanskrit, its usefulness to enrich the Vernaculars 
and its richness in Scientific, philosophical and other learned material which could be correlated 
to corresponding branches of modern study. Though the Government did not start more Sanskrit 
colleges, the study of Sanskrit by western Orientalists had advanced considerably, giving a fresh 
filip to Sanskrit studies in India. English education itself seem to have resulted in the awakening 
of a new national spirit and a fresh awareness of the rich cultural heritage of ancient India. It is 

in this background that the Madras Sanskrit College came into being in 1906. 


GENESIS 


The Madras Sanskrit College owes its origin to the philanthropy of “Mahapurusha’ 
Sri. М. Krishnaswami Iyer (called so by Mahatma Gandhi himself), who was earlier a leader of Madras 
Bar, later a judge of the Madras High Court and finally Member of Governor's Executive Council 
till his last day on 28th December 1911. This great personality, noticing the diminishing numbers 
and fast deteriorating standard of Sanskrit during his time, took upon himself the heavy task of 


founding a place for imparting instruction up to the highest standards in the classical works and 
sastras on the traditional methods of intensive study. 


It was thus in December 1905, the Sanskrit College was started and on February 1, 1906 
the college began functioning. Sri. V. Krishnaswami lyer, Rao Bahadur Sri. A. Krishnaswamy lyer 
and Sri A.S. Balasubramaniya lyer formed themselves into a Committee, each one contributing 
to the growth which was steady and spectacular. On the 27th October 1907, a Trust Deed was 
executed and registered by Mr. Krishnaswami lyer and by Sir C.P Ramaswami lyer which had for 
its object, the maintenance of a Sanskrit College and also the encouragement and promotion of 
research and investigation into the several departments of Oriental knowledge. 


Functioning of the Institution 
Phase I - 1906 to 1912 
As per the ambition of the founder, a genius to sense the need of the times, who had an 


express aim and hope that not only would Sanskrit be studied in the traditional manner in this new 
Institution, but also the college should contribute to the society. 
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The college compelled every student to study the basic preliminary works in Vyakarana, Tarka, 
Mimamsa and in all the special branches of the study selected by the students. valuably to the 
progress of the human thought both in the East and the West, the scheme of the Madras Sanskrit 
College was an improvement over the Sanskrit Colleges founded in Mysore and Travancore. Not 
only was English regularly taught but regular classes were held in comparative and critical studies. 


The period of study in the college was five years. At the end of the fifth year, the college 
gave a certificate called Visarada in Veda, Smriti, Mimamsa, Vedanta etc. 


In the year 1907, the institution was recognised by the Director of Public Instruction and was 
placed in the list of aided Institutions with the grant of Rs. 1000/- 


In the year 1910, Sri. V. Krishnaswamy lyer resigned his presidentship and Hon'ble Mr. Justice 
PR. Sundaram lyer was appointed as President and Sri. K. Balasubramaniya lyer was also 
appointed as the member of the committee. On October 27, 1911, His excellency Sir. Arthur 
Lawley, Governor of Madras presiding over the annual function for distributing the diplomas to the 
students, made a very appreciative speech of the work of the Sanskrit College and praised the 
generosity of the founder. 


The far sighted founder's discovery, Mahamahopadhyaya Professor S. Kuppuswami Sastriar, 
was the first Principal of the college. It was very fortunate that the College had this great person 
as its first Principal. j 

Sastriar himself embodied the synthesis of Pandit erudition and modern critical scholarship 
which V. Krishnaswami lyer envisaged. Because of his knowledge in both type of studies, he 
perfected the scheme of studies for the various courses. He incorporated important Sastraic texts 
in the Degree curriculum and Comparative philology and History of Literature and Essay in the 


Siromani course. 
During his time, the college progressed very well and achieved reputation in the world of 
Sanskrit. He was there from 1906 to 1910. Mahamahopadhyaya Sri. Venkatasubba Sastrigal. 


Pandit Srinivasa Sastri and Mahamahopadhyaya Sri Chandrasekhara Sastrigal were the eminent 
scholars in the branches of the Oriental learning, who formed the team under the leadership of 


Prof. S. Kuppuswami Sastri. 
From 1911 Mahamahopadhyaya Chandrasekhara Sastrigal took charge as the next Principal 
of the college. 


Phase II - 1912 to 1956 ; 

This second Phase is marked by the fact that the college which was imparting instruction in four 
branches of study namely Advaita Vedanta, Mimamsa, Veda Bhashya and Dharma Sastra, was 
affiliated to the University of Madras in two banches only, viz., Vedanta and Mimamsa by an order 
communicated on 25th January 1912. The Oriental Title Examination was introduced and the courses 
of study and syllabus were also provided by the regulations of the University on the 30th March 1910. 


From 1912 till 1924, the college was preparing students for the two groups of Advaita Vedanta 
and Mimamsa for the Oriental Titles Examination of the Madras Universitv. In the Year 1924, the 
college was also affiliated to the University of Madras for the Certificate of Proficiency in Oriental 
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Learning. It was also affiliated to the Sahitya (Group) Oriental Title examination in the year 1925. 
For some vears the colleqe was preparing students for the Certificate of Proficiencu in Oriental 
Learning, Hindu law and also Philologv. But this was discontinued afterwards. 


The first batch of Students was noteworthy on account of the fact that many of the students 
later distinguished themselves as eminent scholars and professors. 


From 1912 to 1924 the averaqe number o[ students enrolled each vear was 25. After its 
affiliation to the University this strength increased and ranged from 30 to 40. Such an increase 
was due to the fact that all passed out “Siromani’ Pandits got employed as Sanskrit Pandits in 
the High Schools and also in Colleges. 


On April 28th, 1918, Mahatma Gandhi visited the college and expressed himself much pleased 
with the work of the college. On 9th October 1922 Dr. Rabindranath Tagore visited the Institution” 
and was extremely pleased with the performance of the college especially the encouragement of 
Sanskrit learning and the study of Advaita philosophy 


After the re-organised course of studies in 1948 the position of Sanskrit was reduced in 
importance as an alternative to first language and was relegated as a third language since the: 
strength of the students in many schools who took Sanskrit became very poor; hence there was 
a decrease in the number of students that sought admission to the College. 


During all these years the total number of passed-out Siromanis was around 300 and thé 
number of the students undergoing the course of study in the College was around 500. These passed 


out Pandits of this institution were well-trained scholars and have generally given a good account 
of themselves in their career in life. 


1924 - The All India Oriental Conference - Third session: 


It was held on 22nd of December and on the succeeding three days. One of the special 


features of the conference in Madras was the holding of a Vidwat Parishad for which nearly 100 
scholars from all parts of South India were invited. 


The Managing Committee of the Sanskrit College invited the AIOC to hold the Parishad in 
the college premises. It was held on the evening of December 24. A Vakyartha Sadas was also 
held in which eminent Scholars like Mahamahopadhyaya Kodavasal Narasimhachari, 
Suryanarayana Sasiri of Bezawada and others participated. In addition to that, special recitations 


in Veda—Pada, Krama, Ghana, Jata and Varnakrama were made by distinguished Vedic scholars 
specially invited for the Conference. 


Sri K. Sundareswara Sastrigal, a student of the Madras Sanskrit College made the 
Varnakrama recitation. 75 Pandits attended the function. Dr. Ganganath Jha. President of the 
Conference Vice-Chancellor, Allahabad University presided on the occasion. 


A distinguished scholar in Tarka and Vedanta, the ex-Maharaja of Cochin, His Highness Rama 
Varma was the Madhystha for the Vakyartha sadas. 
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` 1927 the title of Mahamahopadhyaya was conferred by the Government of India on Prof. . 
S. Kuppuswami Sastrigal, the first Principal of the college. Another old student of the college, Pandit 
Ananthakrishna Sastrigal was alsó honoured with the same title. 


The year 1932 was a memorable one. His Holiness Jagadguru Sri Sankaracharya Swamigal 
of Kamakoti Peetam visited Madras and a grand reception at Mylapore was accorded and His 
Holiness comfortably stayed in the college premises, from 28th September to December 1932. 


During this period, His Holiness performed Navarathri Puja. On all the days of this festival, 
after evening Puja, lectures in Sanskrit by eminent Pandits were conducted which His Holiness 
graced by his presence. After this festival, His Holiness delivered a series of lectures every evening 
on Hindu Dharma and culture. Totally there were 55 lectures. 


In 1936, Diwan Bahadur S.E. Ranganathan and Dr. Kunhan Raja, members of the Madras 
University commission visited the college on 10th October and made a thorough inspection of the 
working of the institution and expressed their satisfaction on the good performance of every: 
department of the college. 


Eminent scholars like Dr. Paul Tuxon of University of Copenhagen, Dr. EW. Thomas, Professor 
of Sanskrit Studies, Oxford University. Sir Mirza M. Ismail, the then Dewan of Mysore, a distinguished 
scholar Professor M. Hiriyanna visited the college and expressed their satisfaction over the 
functioning of the Institution. Many distinguished scholars have subsequently visited the college. 


Phase III - 1957 to 1977 


Golden Jubilee Celebrations: 


The Golden Jubilee of the College was celebrated on the 27th January 1957 under the 
Presidentship of Dr. S. Radhakrishnan, the then Vice-President of India. Dr. C.P Ramaswami lyer 
presided over a Vidvat Sadas. Sri M. Patanjali Sastri, Retd. Chief Justice of India inaugurated the 
Sadas and Sri C.D. Deshmukh delivered an interesting lecture in Sanskrit. The Hon'ble Justice PV. 
Rajamannar, Chief Justice of Madras delivered a very learned and interesting lecture. Dr. S. 
Radhakrishnan and Dr. A. Lakshmanaswami Mudaliar, Vice-Chancellor, University of Madras, 
spoke on the occasion. 


Veda Bhashya courses in Rg., Krishna Yajur-veda and Samaveda and Sukla Yajur were started 
in 1961 with the financial aid of the Ministry of Education and Social Welfare, Govt. of India. These 


courses continued till 1972. 
The Birth - Centenary of the Founder of the College 


The Birth-Centenaty of Hon'ble V. Krishnaswami Iyer was celebrated on 15.6.63 under the 
presidentship of Kulapathi Dr. K.M. Munshi, Bharatia Vidya Bhavan, Bombay. Dr. C.P Ramaswami 
Iyer, Sri C. Rajagopalachariar, Dr. A. Lakshmanaswami Mudaliar, Sri VT. Krishnamachariar, Rajah 
Sir M. Muthiah Chettiar, Sri S.R. Venkataraman, Dr. V. Raghavan and Sri S. Ramaswami Iyer 
participated and praised the work done by the founder of the college.

The Vyakarana Siromani course was started in 1973 with affiliation to the University of 
Madras and financial aid from the Government. 


Phase IV - 1977 to 2000 


From the beginning of the academic year 1977 (from Ist July 1977) the College has been 
selected by the Ministry of Education and Social Welfare, Government of India, for receiving grants 
under the Scheme of Adarsh Sanskrit Pathasala (later Mahavidyalaya) at the rate of 95% on the 
staff salaries and scholarships to students and on other approved items at the rate of 75%. The 
application for the above grant was made with the concurrence of the State Government and the 
Government of India is paying the grant from July 1977. Under this scheme the Union Government 


has fixed the salary of the teachers on par with the lecturers' salary in a First grade degree college 
in the State of Tamilnadu. 


From the Academic year 1979-80, the Madras University has revised the pattern of the 
Siromani Course and increased the duration of the Course from four years to five years. The 
syllabus for the course was also revised. Under the new pattern two more language papers viz., 
English and Tamil or Hindi are prescribed in the syllabus in addition. 


Platinum Jubilee 


The Platinum Jubilee of the Madras Sanskrit College was celebrated on 20th June 1981. A 
Vidwat Parishad was held in two sessions, morning and evening. The Parishad was inaugurated 
by Dr. C.R. Swaminathan, Assistant Educational Adviser (Sanskrit) Govt. of India, Ministry of 
Education and Culture. Panditaraja, Sastra Ratnakara K. Balasubramnia Sastrigal former Principal 
of the college, presided over. More than 30 erudite scholars well-versed in various Sastras 
participated and delivered Vakyarthas. In the evening a public meeting was held under the 
Presidentship of Hon'ble Justice S. Swamikannu, Judge, Madras High Court. The Judge said that 
Sanskrit was the bedrock of Indian Culture and the tendency to treat and workship it as an idol 
or a museum piece to be preserved should be given up. Hon'ble Mr. Justice Alladi Kuppuswami, 
Chief Justice of Andhra Pradesh High Court delivered the Jubilee Address. In his speech he called 
upon the Central and State Governments to encourage the study of Sanskrit. He also pointed out 
that, as early as 1956, a commission headed by Dr. Suniti Kumar Chatterji had recommended the 
compulsory teaching of Sanskrit in all schools in the country. Its most important recommendation 


sss YA the Government should help private academies and bodies working for popularisation of 
anskrit. 


Kulapati Sri S. Balakrishna Joshi a veteran Educationist, offered Felictiation and released the 
Souvenir brought out on the occasion. Mr. Joshi in his speech regretted that Sanskrit had almost been 


removed from the cumiculum and stated that the study of Sanskrit should be given its due place in 
educational institutions. 


In 1989 - 90 admission was thrown open for women in the College for the first time since 
the inception of the college and 14 women students were given admission during that year. 


‚А seminar on "Phaladipika" a text on Astrology was conducted at the college on 24.9.89. 
About 15 astrologers participated in the deliberations and presented papers. 
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A workshop on "Comparative Rituology" was conducted bv the college for 21 davs from 
10.4.90 to 30.4.90. About 25 scholars versed in the Prayoga sastras gave lecture demonstration 
for 21 days. The Govt. of India gave a grant of Rs. 18,675/- towards holding the workshop. Their 
Holinesses of Kanchi Mutt camped at the College for three days during Feb.1990; during their stay 
a Vedic Semmelan was conducted in which Vedic Scholars form all over India participated. 


To augment the resources of the Trust for building the Student's Hostel a series of lectures 
was given by Poojyaswami Dayananda Saraswati for six days from 23rd April to 28th April 1992 
in the Kamaraj Memorial Hall, Teynampet, Madras. The Swamiji laid the foundation stone on the 
27th April 1992 for the Students' hostel building and the Research Block of the Kuppuswami Sastri 
Research Institute. After the Bhoomi Puja performed on 4.6.1992 for the hostel building, the 
construction started. 


The inauqural function of the Birth-Centenary celebrations of Dharmarakshamani Sri 
K. Balasubramania lyer, former Secretary of the college was held on 22.06.92 at the Kamaraj 
Memorial Hall, Teynampet. Sri R. Venkataraman, the then President of India, inaugrated the 
celebrations. Sri Bhishma Narain Singh, Governor of Tamilnadu presided over the function and 
released the commemoration volume brought out on that occasion. The valedictory of the Birth 
-Centenary celebrations was held at the Bharatiya Vidya Bhavan, Mylapore on 21st January 1993. 
Sri C. Subramanian, former Governor of Maharashtra presided over the celebrations and released 
the book containing select writings of Sri K. Balasubramania Iyer entitled "Sanskrit Literature and 
Indian thought". He also released the centenary editions of the books "Hindu Ideals", "Yaksha 
Prasna" and "Stories from India Classics" brought out by the Bharatiya Vidya Bhavan. 


The auspicious and memorable occasion that took place during 1995 was the camping of 
Their Holinesses Sri Jayendra Saraswati Swamigal and Sri Sankara Vijayendra Saraswati Swamigal 
of Kanchi Kamakoti Peetham at the premises of the college during 21st - 24th January 1995. Sri 
Chandramowlesswara Pujas were performed by the Acharyas both in the morning and evenings 
during the camp at the college. A Vakyartha Vidwat Sadas was held on 24th January 95 at the 
college. Eight eminent Pandits arriving from various places of South India for the Sadas in addition 
to the Principal and Professors of the college, delivered Vakyarthas. His holiness Sri Jayendra 
Saraswathi Swamigal gave His Benedictory Address. 


A Shraddhanjali function in connection with the Memorial Day of Sri Paramacharya of Kanchi 
was held on 23rd December 1995. 

In connection with the Sixty first birth day of His Holiness Sri Jayendra Saraswati Swamigal of 
Kamachi Kamakoti Peetham, a Krishna Yajur Veda Sampoorna Ghana Parayanam was performed at 
the College Campus for 28 days from 7th June 96 to 4th July 96 by sixteen eminent Vedic scholars 


of Tamilnadu. 


The Navaratna Mahotsavam 

The Navaratna Mahotsavam (completion of ninety years) of the Madras Sanskrit College was 
inaugurated on 7th April 1998 along with the Birth-Centenary of Smt. K. Savitri Ammal, Founder, 
Savitri Ammal Oriental Higher Secondary School. The function, was held at the Bharatiya Vidya 
Bhavan, Mylapore. Hon'ble Mr. Justice M. N. Venkatachaliah, Chairman, National Human rights 
Commission and former Cheif Justice of India, presided over the function and gave his Inaugural 
Address and released, Smt. K. Savitri Ammal’s book entitled "Ramayana Peruraigal" a Tamil 
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translation of "The Lectures on the Ramayana" by Rt. Hon'ble V. S. Srinivasa Sastriar in English. 
Glorious tributes were paid to Smt. K. Savitri Ammal. The Samskrita Ranga, Chennai staged a 
drama on select scenes from Kalidasa's "Abhijnana Sakuntalam" 


Poojyaswami Dayananda Saraswathi deleared open the newly constructed 
Dharmarakshamani K. Balasubramania lyer Hall and the new Student's Hostel building of the 
college at the function held on Sunday the 18th October 1998. Poojyaswami also released the 
Souvenir brought out in connection with the Navaratna Mahotsavam of the Madras Sanskrit College 
and the Birth-Centenary of Smt. K. Savitri Ammal. 


The Valedictory function of the Navaratna Mahosavam of the College and Smt. K. Savitri 
Ammal Birth-Centenary celebration was held on 17th April 1999 at the Bharatiya Vidya Bhavan, 
Mylapore. Sri. S. Bapu, IRS, Member Central Administrative Tribunal, Chennai presided over the 
function. Prof. S. B. Raghunathacharya, Vice-Chancellor, Rashtriya Sanskrit Vidyapeetha (Deemed 
University), Tirupathi delivered the Keynote address. The booklet containing the life-sketches of Sri 
V. Krishnaswami lyer, Sri. K. Balasubramania Iyer, Smt. K. Savitri Ammal, Sri K. Chandrasekharan 
and Dr. V. Raghavan was relaesed on the occasion by Sri S. Bapu. The Sanskrit drama “Veni 
Samharam’ was enacted by the students of the College. 


In the year 1999, His Holiness Sri Sankaracharya Swamigal of Sakatapuram camped at the 
College for his Catumasya Vrata from 22nd July 99 to 26th Sep. 99. Fürther the Jayanthi of His 
Holiness was celebrated during Dec.99. During 28th Dec.99 to lst Jan:'2000, a Vidwat Sadas was 
conducted; in this scholars from the various parts of Tamilnadu participated. 


AT PRESENT 


From 1970 onwards there had been constant increase in the number of students studying in the 
college. By the 80s the number of students ranged from 60 to 70 per year while in the recent past five 


years there had been a spurt of increase in the students' strength which has reached the maximum 
of nearly 130 students. 


This has been possible most probably because of the enlargement of the hostel facilities at the 
college and the care taken for the welfare of the students. The College has been providing, from 
its inception, free boarding and lodging to the students and from its inception it has been attracting 
students from different parts of India. Most of the studentss availed these facilities and the College 


management amidst all difficulties has been able to create an endowment for the specific purpose of 
meeting out the food expenditure. : 


Many students of this College have become well-known scholars of international repute and 
have also been awarded prestigeous titles like Mahamahopadhyaya and Certificate of Merit from 
the President of India. The college had been able to produce such stalwarts as it had provided 
the opportunities to the students to study the Sastras without any compromise in the method of 
learning and at the same time obtain fromal academic recognition. Looking back, the College is 
justifiablly proud of its achievements; the College hopes to continue its services to the cause of 
Sanskritic learning beyond the “Hundred years’ which it would reach by 2006 A.D.

of Education & S.W., Government of India. These courses were continued till 1972. 


Started Jyothisha Siromani Course with ‘Affiliation to the University of Madras and 
financial aid from the Government of India. 
Started Vyakarana Siromani Course with affiliation to the University of Madras and 
financial aid from the Government of India. 
Recognised by the Government of India Ministry of Education & Culture under the 


Scheme of Adarsha Sanskrit Patasala with concurrence of the State Government and 
began receiving grant from the Government of India, at the rate of 95% on staff salaries 
and on other items at the rate of 75%. 

University of Madras revised the pattern of the Siromani course with increase in the 
duration of the course from four years to five years. Under the new pattern two more 
language papers viz. English and Tamil or Hindi were also prescribed in addition to the 
Sastraic subjects already prescribed in the syllabus. The language portions cover the text 
books prescribed for the S.S.L.C., Plus two and B.A., at three stages - at the end 


of I year, III year and V year respectively. 
Admission was thrown open to women students.

HISTORY 
The Department of Sanskrit studies in Presidency college has a long and illustrious history, coeval 


with the renaissance of Indian Culture. It has been marked on the whole by asteadfast pursuit of a 
high ideal of disinterested devotion to scholarship. 


A new spirit of eager curiosity in our own past led to a vigorous renewal of interest in Sanskrit 
literature and the priceless riches of spiritual and secular culture it enshrines. 


The study of Sanskrit as a classical language still affording rich philosophical and philological . 


ore is rigorously pursued at Presidency college. 


The study of Sanskrit has been in existence for over a century and quarter at this college, since 
1856 to be exact (anticipating the inauguration of the University by a year). The first professor of 
Sanskrit was Rev. P. Perceival, who was succeeded in 1868 by Gustav Oppert, a scholar in Linguistics 
for Comparative Philology (as it was known in those days). His Successor was Professor Seshagiri 
Sastri, equally respected for his specialised learning. 


The Honours Course 


It was in 1911 that advanced study, the Honours courses, were first prescribed by the University 
of Madras and Honours classes were opened in the Presidency College in all the subjects in the faculty 
of arts. 


In March 1914, Prof.Rao Bahadur M. Rangacharya presented the first batch of students for the 
newly instituted Honours examination in Sanskrit language and literature of the University of Madras. 


The B.A. (Hons.) Degree was equal to M.A. and covered the same syllabus. 


Prof. M. Rangacharya was succeeded in 1914 by Mm. S. Kuppuswami Sastri who combined in 
himself the erudition of the traditionalist and the critical acumen of a modern scholar. During the 
long period of over a score of years till 1935 he was shedding lustre on the office he was holding. 


Prof. PPS. Sastri an oxonian, was the first alumnus of this Department to occupy this exalted 
office. He guided the destinies of the Department with eclat until his premature demise after a 
colourful career in 1945. In 1946 he was succeeded by Dr. A. Sankaran, a distinguished and 
devoted student of Prof. Kuppuswami Sastri and the first old student of the Department to get his 
Doctorate awarded by the University of Madras whose portrait was unveiled on the occasion of 
the Golden Jubilee of the Department. Sri K. Raghavan in 1954-55 and Sti A.A. Ramanathan in 
1955-56, both alumni of the Department in the thirties helped admirably in maintaining the 


traditions so well and truly laid by the able pioneers.

ACADEMIC ACTIVITIES 


The Honours and Post-graduate students, ever since the inception of the course were given 


` the benefit ‘of instruction in a manner which combined the traditional and modern methods, with 
specialisation in two Sastras. : 
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The University Department of Sanskrit headed eater by Dr. C. Kunhan Raja and then by 
Dr. V. Raghavan had been associated with the teaching of Honours and post-graduate students. 
As a consequence of the abolition of the Honours course by the University of Madras, the last batch 
of Honours graduate, was presented in 1960. Now instruction is offered only at the Post-graduate 
level preserving the exellence of the Honours course and a fairly high standard of curriculum which 
compares favourably with that of any other University in olr country. 


In 1923 a lady for the first time took the Honours Degree in Sanskrit. It was hailed as a unique 
event in the annals of the Department. 


Miss D.C. Saraswathi who passed out of the Department in 1958 with a creditable first class in 
the M.A. Degree examination was the first lady to take a Doctorate in Sanskrit in the University of 
Madras working under the guidance of Dr. V. Raghavan 


Silver Jubilee 


Celebrating the Silver Jubilee of the opening of the Honours branch in 1940 in a fitting manner 
a scheme of Life-membeship (subscription only Rs. 10/-) was instituted. 


A special souvenir was also issued containing the record of all the Honours graduates who have 


passed out of the college. 


Golden Jubilee 


It was celebrated in 1965 serving as a landmark event since the Silver Jubilee celebration. A 
Souvenir was brought out which listed a plethora of college prizes for those successful in the Sanskrit 


course.

BEGINNINGS* 


The organisation of the Presidency College, Madras, met with difficulties regarding the rules of the 
University Board in including Sanskrit in the currículum of studies. However as early as 1856 Rev. 
P. Percieval had been appointed in that College as Professor of Sanskrit and Vernacular Literature. 
Actual teaching in Sanskrit was not begun immediately because of the vacillation of the British 
authorities over the question whether the provision for Sanskrit to be made should take the 
traditional Pandit line or the modern European method. Eventually the latter method was preferred 
and in 1868 the Secretary of State for India appointed J. Pickford as the Professor of Sanskrit 
in that College. The popularity of the Sanskrit Department grew when Gustav Oppert became 
Professor in 1872 and a Pandit was added for his assistance in 1875. 


While the University of Madras had provided for examinations for the Sanskrit Degree course 
and had even received offers of medals and prizes for successful students of Sanskrit from almost 
the beginning, it was only a little later that the University started thinking about ways and means - ` 
to promote Sanskrit studies at Degree level and above on modern lines as well as on traditional, 
lines. As early as 1898-99 a Senate Committee had been appointed to go into the question of 
instituting an Oriental Faculty and conduct examinations and confer degrees thereunder. But the 
University considered that they might wait for some more time to take up these proposals. In 1907 
V. Krishnaswami lyer submitted draft regulations for Oriental Learning etc. and it was in 1909- 
10 that the University finally framed and adopted the regulations in this respect. The Sanskrit 
College, Madras, was granted affiliation in the Siromani course organised by S. Kuppuswami Sastri 
in 1911-12. In the same year of 1911, Sanskrit Honours regulations, for which students were 
brought up by Prof. M. Rangacharya at the Presidency College, were adopted by the University. 
The first batch of students in Sanskrit Honours was examined by this University in 1914 and among 
these first products of Sanskrit studies in this University is Sri S. T.G. Varadachariar, the Founder- 
Principal of thé Narasimha Sanskrit College, Chittagudur, and Principal, National College, 


Masulipatnam.

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First Professor 


About this period, in 1913-14, the University appointed a Senate Committee to make 

proposals for the utilisation of the Imperial recurring grant of Rs. 36,000 for lectures and advanced 
studies and the study of languages in particular. It was resolved as the result of the proposals made 
that a Professorship of Comparative Philology with special reference to Sanskrit be instituted in 
the University. As part of the same proposals, Professorships were created also in Indian History 
and Archaeology and Indian Economics. It may be noted that the first Profesor to be appointed 
and to start functioning in the University was the Professor of Sanskrit and Comparative Philology, 
Mr. Mark Collins, B.A, Ph.d., Professor of Sanskrit and Comparative Philology of the University 
of Dublin. His appointment was sanctioned in the Senate Meeting of the 24th April 1914 and he 
joined duty on the 27th July, of the same year. No. 1, Moore's Gardens, Nungambakkam, was 
the venue of the first Universitu Department of Advanced Studies. Mr. Collins was also appointed 
Director of Sanskrit Studies and Ex-Officio Chairman of the Board of Studies in Sanskrit. The range 
of the work of the Professor of Sanskirt was wide as he was to lecture on Comparative Philology 
to the students of both the Sanskrit Honours and English Honours courses and also supervise the 
work of the University Readers in the Dravidian languages; he was also for a time the Joint Editor 
of the Tamil Lexicon. The term of Collins terminated on the 28th July 1919. 


Prof. Kuppuswami Sastri 


At the Presidency College M. Rangacharya was succeeded in 1914 by S. Kuppuswami Sastri 
who, till his demise in 1943, played the most significant role in the history of advanced studies 
in Sanskrit in this University. As one who had combined in himself both the traditional erudition 
and the modern critical and comparative scholarship, Kuppuswami Sastri was not only responsible 
for the framing of adequate and balanced courses of studies for the Title and Degree courses alike, 
but was personally responsible also for the training of Sanskritists in both types of study. During 
this long period of nearly quarter of a century, he held the Chairmanship of the Board of Studies 
in Sanskrit and may be truly said to have presided over the destinies of Sanskrit studies in the 
University. It is no small credit to this University that its Sanskrit alumni have played a notable 
part even outside Madras and Madras University, in the field of higher Sanskrit teaching and 
research, in Departments of Government, in Oriental Libraries and the Archaeological Survey of 
India. In 1914, as Convener, Prof Sastri organised the O.T. course under the Siromani regulations 
which were adopted by the University in 1915. This course included a study of Comparative and 
Historical methods of Criticism and Comparative Philology. To enable further students of traditional 
courses to come abreast of the students of the Degree courses, the University adopted at his 
instance more than one category of regulations: in 1918 the PO.L. was introduced by the University . 
as a measure to encourage Siromani students of Sanskrit to gain proficiency in the modern methods 
of study as applied to Oriental learning. Much later, in 1933, the University introduced the Degree 


of Bachelor in Oriental Learning (B.O.L.) with the same aim of giving an opportunity to the 
Siromani title holder to gualify for a Degree. 


Correspondingly, in the Honours course which Kuppuswami Sastri taught in the Presidency 
College, sufficient representative texts in the eight Sastras - Mimamsa and Vedanta, Sankhya an 
Yoga, Nyaya and Vaiseshika, Alankara and Vyakarana - had been incorporated; with a good 
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grounding in Comparative Indo-European Philology with special reference to Sanskrit which was 
part of the course, the Sanskrit Honours of the Madras University was indeed one of the best 
courses in higher studies in Sanskrit in all India and the efforts taken by this University on the two 
fronts of the O.T. and the Degree courses could very well be acclaimed as one of the best efforts 


put forth by any Indian University to conserve a language and learning which enshrined much of 
the cultural heritage of the country. 


RESEARCH STUDENTSHIP 


It remained for the University to take on hand the question of promoting advanced studies 
and Post-Graduate research in the field of Sanskrit. Even before the time of the appointment of 
the first University Professor of Sanskrit, the question of awarding scholarships for the 
encouragement of further studies had engaged the attention of the University. The earliest research 
studentships given by this University date in the period 1914-15 and the first Sanskritist to hold 
a research studentship was PP. Subrahmanya, later PPS. Sastri, who went to Oxford and served 
as Superintendent of Sanskrit Schools, Madras, Additional and Chief Professor successively in 
Presidency College, and Curator of the Madras Government Oriental Manuscripts Library. 


In continuation of the lectures which Mr Collins gave Kuppuswami Sastri went on from year 
to year delivering substantial courses of lectures on the different subjects in Sanskrit literature and 
philosophy which, together with the teaching he did to the Honours class, built up the necessary 
background for the undertaking of research by students. In his capacity as the Curator, Government 
Oriental Mss. Library, he had made a valuable collection of Sanskrit manuscripts which provided 
the material for fresh and original investigations in Sanskrit. 


The regular grant of research studentships by the University was now found to be necessary . 

. to promote research in Sanskrit, and in continuation of the first studentship held by PPS. Sastri, - 

we find that in 1916 and 1917 two studentships were awarded to the Sanskrit graduates of 1915, 

one of these was Sri K. Rama Pisharoti who became an authoritative writer on Kerala art and 

architecture and the Head of the Department of Sanskrit in the Annamalai University. In 1917 a 

scholarship was given to Korukanti Sitaramayya who later served in the Tanjore Sarasvati Mahal 
Library and the Manuscripts Library of the Osmania University. 


C. Kunhan Raja, who later took his Doctorate abroad, was appointed successively Professor, 
Reader and Professor in this University and had filled the place of the Head of the Department 
for the longest period, was a research student of this University in 1920.

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The University research studentships were originally held under Prof. Kuppuswami Sastri. The 
next stage in the growth of Oriental Research activities under the direct auspices of the University 
was the starting of a Department of Oriental Studies in the University itself. After the time of Collins 
(1919) no appointment was made to the chair of Sanskrit and Comparative Philology in the 
University. After the lapse of five years, in 1924, the Academic Council of the University appointed 
a Committee to go into the question of starting an Oriental Institute under the University. The 
holding of the third All-India Oriental Conference in 1924 under the auspices of the University was 
also instrumental in fostering interest in the starting of the Oriental Institute. In 1925 on the report 
of this Committee a further Committee was appointed to work out the details and present a revised 
scheme. There was correspondence with the Government as to the nature and number of the 
Departments contemplated under this scheme and finally in 1926, in concurrence with the 


Government, the University adopted the scheme for an Oriental Institute with provision for Sanskrit, 
Dravidian languages and Islamic languages. 


Dr. C. Kunhan Raja was first appointed Professor of Sanskrit in this new Institute with two 
Fellows to work under him; Dr. Raja started work towards the end of August 1927 and the two 
Fellows to be appointed at that time were two Pandits, one senior and one junior, S.K. Ramanatha 
Sastri and V. Venkatarama Sarma. In 1930 the Oriental Institute was reorganised and in the new ` 
set-up Sanskrit was to have a Reader, a Senior Lecturer and a Junior Lecturer. Dr. Raja was re- 
appointed Reader and Head of the Department, and S.K. Ramanatha Sastri, formerly Fellows, was 

. re-appointed Junior Lecturer, and Dr. TR. Chintamani was appointed afresh as Senior Lecturer. 
On the retirement of S.K. Ramanatha Sastri, in 1935, Dr. V. Raghavan was appointed Junior 
Lecturer. On the demise of Dr. T.R. Chintamani. Dr. V. Raghavan was appointed Senior Lecturer 
in 1948 and Pandit S. Subrahmanya Sastri was appointed afresh as Junior Lecturer, In 1948-49 
the University introduced the scheme of rotating Professorships by which Dr. C. Kunhan Raja was 
elevated to the status of a Professor. In 1950 Professor Raja who was on the eve-of retirement 
accepted from the Government of India the newly started Sanskrit Professorship at the University 
of Teheran, Iran, Dr. Raghavan was appointed Reader and Head of the Department in 1950 and 
Dr. K. Kunjunni Raja was appointed afresh to the Senior Lecturership in the Department. On the 
eve of its Centenary, the University gave the Sanskrit Department a permanent Professorship and 
elevated the Senior Lecturer as Reader and the ‘Junior Lecturer as Senior Lecturer. 


CONTRIBUTION OF THE DEPARTMENT 


` 


The statement of the published works of the members of the Department given below would 
give an idea of the extent and value of the contribution made by this University to Sanskrit studies— 
To the neglected branch of Prabhakara Mimamsa the Sanskrit Department of this University made 
an outstanding contribution bv bringing out editions, from ve 
the very basic works of the school. For the Bhatta school of Mimamsa, the subsequent editions 
bv this Department of the hitherto unpublished commentaries, like those of Umveka and Jayamisra, 
form two of the chief contributions to Mimamsa studies in the recent past. Dr. Kunhan Raja had 
been endeavouring to bring to the notice of scholars Pre-Sayana commentaries on the Veda 
available in fragmentary form in South Indian manuscripts. Dr. Chintamani conceived of a very 
important subject when he undertook the publication of the Unadi Sutras in various recensions: 
He concentrated on the publication of texts of importance and antiguity, hitherto Iying buried in 


ту. difficult manuscript materials, of 
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manuscripts, the most noteworthy of these being the commentary called Prakatarthavivarana on 
Sankara's Brahmasutra Bhashya whose author has been identified as Anubhutisvarupacharya by 
Dr. Raghavan. Dr. Raghavan had published expository works in Alankara Sastra which are among 
the most detailed and authoritative works in the field; in one of them, his thesis on “Bhoja's 
Sringara Prakasa', he gave a comprehensive exposition of the'magnum opus in the subject of Indian 
criticism extending to about 1000 pages and Iying for a long time in manuscript. Apart from 
editions, critical studies and monographs he had published also about 250 research pepers in which 
he had expounded for the first time many concepts, set forth new identities and chronologies 
established by him and brought to the notice of the scholarly world rare works and authors hitherto 
unknown. In addition to continuing his work on Mimamsa and Vedanta, Sri Subramanya Sastri 
had brought out for the first time in print two very important tough short works in the field of 
Nyaya-Vaiseshika, the Laksanamala and the Nyayamala of Sivaditya. Dr. Kunjunni Raja had made 
a comprehensive survey of the prolific contributions of the Kerala authors to Sanskrit literature. 


Lectures 


In addition to those given by Collins and Kuppuswami Sastri, already touched upon, special 
lectures were given by Messrs S. Subba Rao (on Dvaita) and PPS. Sastri. The University started 
the scheme of Honorary Readership lectures which gave an opportunity to some of the senior 
> Sanskritists to undertake courses of lectures on select subjects of Sanskrit studies. Under these 
provisions lectures were delivered by K. Rama Pisharoti on “Kerala Contribution to Sanskrit’, by 
Dr. Kunhan Raja on a variety of subjects and by Dr. Sankaran. Under the University there was 
no Endowment Lecture in the field of Sanskrit; the V. Krishnaswami Iyer endowment, it appears 
from the records, was in existence only for a short period, and only two courses of lectures appear 
to have been delivered under it; in 1925 a course of 5 lectures under this endowment was delivered 
by C. Sankararama Sastri on the subject of “Fictions in the Development of Hindu Law Texts’ 


(Published, Madras, 1926). | 


Journal 


In 1936-37 the University sanctioned the publication of a journal in which the members of 
the language departments could bring out their research work. This journal called Annals of Oriental 
Research of the University of Madras, was being edited first by the Head of the Sanskrit department 
and later by rotation by the Heads of the other language departments. Studies as well as editions 
of shorter works have been the main features of this journal. Members of the Department have 


also been contributing to the old journal of the Madras University.

GENESIS 


In addition to the various short-term programmes of Research, the Madras Univeristy had always 
been thinking of some major projects of long term work which would form a basic and fundamental 
contribution in the field. Almost from the very beginning of its interest in higher studies, the University 
was seized with the idea of preparing and publishing the Tamil Lexicon and in the History Department 
they have been likewise interesting themselves in the cataloguing of the Mackenzie manuscripts of local 
and historical records lying in the Manuscripts Library. 


It was in the year 1935 that, the University thought of undertaking a major piece of work 
in the field of Sanskrit. It is well-known that a considerable portion of Sanskrit literature is yet 
unpublished and is preserved in manuscripts which are scattered in public and private libraries all 
over the world. Between 1891 and 1903, The German Orientalist Theodor Aufrecht published a 
consolidated Catalogue of all the Sanskrit manuscripts in the different catalogues of the Sanskrit 
manuscript collections known in his time. 


It was after the dawn of the present century and the growth of greater awareness of the value 
of manuscript treasures and the setting up of Manuscripts Libraries, Oriental Institutes and Departments 
by Indian Universities and Provincial Governments, that newer and newer collections of Sanskrit 
manuscripts came to be known at the various centres. 


This manuscript material had accumulated to a great extent and it was high time the three 


volumes of Aufrecht’s Catalogus Catalogorum were revised and brought up to date. The idea originated 
with Pandit R.A. Sastri, an active collector of manuscripts who had helped in the formation of 


‘Manuscripts Libraries in Baroda, Santiniketan and Lahore. At Lahore, Dr. A.C. Woolner was the Head 


of Sanskrit Studies and he made the first official proposal about the preparation of a New Catalogus 
Catalogorum. Not only in quantity, but also in quality the manuscript material that had been unearthed 
from South India was of such magnitude that Prof. Woolner thought that the revised Catalogus 
Catalogorum should be undertaken in Madras, where the help and guidance of Prof. Kuppuswami Sastri 
could be utilised. He accordingly wrote to the Madras University to undertake the preparation of the 
New Catalogus Catalogorum.

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EARLY DAYS 


In the intial stages much spade work had to be done for the planning of the New Catalogus 
Catalogorum and for collecting the lists and catalogues of manuscripts published after the time of 
Aufrecht, from different centres in India and abroad. Besides doing all the preliminary work, Dr. 
Raghavan also gathered through continuous correspondence information about large and small, public 
and private, collections of manuscripts for which lists and catalogues were not made or procurable. 


Later the University took special efforts to employ at the University's cost assistants at various 
centres to make and send lists of such collections. 


SCOPE OF NEW CATALOGUS CATALOGORUM 


It was decided to enlarge the scope of the work in two main respects. Aufrecht did not include 
the fields of Pali and Prakrit and Buddhism and Jainism. Also in the period after Aufrecht the 
number of Sanskrit texts that had appeared in print and the amount of critical, textual and 
chronological studies had grown so much that it was no longer possible to bring out merely a list 
of references to manuscripts in different libraries. It was therefore decided to include in the New 
Catalogus Catalogorum, Sanskrit, Pali and Prakrit works and authors, and to indicate the date, 
edition and other critical and historical points about the works and authors. The New Catalogus 
Catalogorum was also to include in a more complete manner references to works and authors 
which were known from citations in available works, epigraphs etc. The total number of catalogues 
and lists to be dealt with in the New Catalogus Catalogorum number 400, not to mention the 


numerous Research journals and critical studies and histories and bibliographies of literature 
published. 


In respect of lists and catalogues of manuscripts alone, the present work was to deal with 
eight times the matter which Aufrecht had before him. 


Model Volume : 


After some amount of work the editorial committee decided to give the scholarly world an idea 
of the form of the proposed Catalogus and resolved accordingly to issue a provisional fasciculus, to 
invite opinions and suggestions from scholars all over the world. In 1937 on the occasion of the 
Trivandrum Session of the All-India Oriental Conference a sample fasciculus comprising titles under 
A-An, was brought out and distributed. On the whole this sample publication was favourably received, 
and appreciating the endeavour of the Madras University many institutions and libraries sent further lists 
and catologues to be included in the proposed Catalogus Catalogorum. 


SECOND STAGE 


The office which was first located in the Museum Buildings along with the Government Oriental 
Manuscripts Library was transferred to the new buildings of the Madras University on the beach when 
they were ready and Dr. C. Kunhan Raja was entrusted with the care of the Catalogus Catalogorum 
Department. On the appointment of Dr Raghavan to the permanent lecturership in the main 
Department of Sanskrit, the Catalogus Catalogorum was made part of the Departmental work. The 


work was being continued by Dr. Raghavan and the Junior Assistant under the General Editorship of 
Dr. Kunhan Raja. 
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At the outbreak of war and the evacuation of Madras, the work received a complete setback. 
The temporary Junior Assistant was dispensed with and Dr. Raghavan alone was carrying on the 
indexing of the catalogues. After the war the work was more actively resumed by the University 
and Volume 1 of the New Catalogus Catalogorum comprising all works and authors under the letter 
"A" was given to the press. But owing to the post-war difficulties and shortage of labour in the 
presses the printing of the first volume was delayed for a considerable time. Eventually the first 
volume was brought out in 1949. Prof. K. Kunhan Raja acknowledged the services of 
Dr V. Raghavan to the first volume thus: "Besides indexing numerous lists, many of them 
handwritten, Dr. Raghavan had to check up all the entreis in the Aufrechts catalogues and also 
all the new entries as informative as possible. He has shown immense devotion to the work and 
has spared no pains to make New Catalogus catalogorum as reliable and useful a work reference 
as possible. Ever since he joined the University in his work he has shown his acquintance with the 
whole field of Sanskrit and his grasp of various subjects comprehended within its vast literature.” 
(Preface to the first edition). 


The good reception which the first volume had, proved a great encouragement to this work 
in the University. In 1950 when Dr. Raghavan was appointed Reader and Head of the Department, 
the University undertook proposals for expediting the Catalogus work and sanctioned the 
appointment of two Research Assistants to help in the indexing of the remaining catalogues and 
lists. In 1951 Messrs K.V. Sarma, M.A., and C.S. Sundaram, B.A. (Hons.) were appointed Research 
Assistants for Catalogus Catalogorum work and thanks to this assistance in the next five years, 
the bulk of the indexing work has been got through. During these years some amount of interest 
was evinced in this work by outside Universities as also the Central Government which sanctioned 


a grant for expediting it. 


THIRD STAGE 


In 1953 the University arranged through the British Council for a travel grant to be made available 
to Dr. Raghavan to tour the United Kingdom in connection with the Catalogus Catalon work and 
gave an additional grant from the: University funds to enable him to tour the Cenan: also. In 
1953-54, Dr. Raghavan toured 13 tountries of Europe and brought back with him an inventorv 
of about 20,000 manuscripts for which there had been no printed саш available and the 
existence of most of which was uhknown even to scholars in Europe. This Catalogue of the 20,000 
manuscripts of the unsurveyed collections in Europe has been raved ent x pas s 
publication. The European tour served also to bring into deserved prominence in ES oreign centres 
of Indological studies, the New Catalogues Catalogorum work of the Madras University.

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UTILITY 


The amount of material digested and information given in the volumes of New Catalogus 
Catalogorum is a primary tool for research, textual criticism and edition and publication of Works 
in Sanskrit and allied fields. Even during the preparation of the volumes the accumulation of 
information of mansucripts in the office has made it an inevitable centre of reference to all 


Sanskritists in India or abroad, particularly in respect of information on manuscripts necessary for 
critical editions. 


The utility of the information collected, arranged and catalogued in the volumes of New 
Catalogus Catalogorum has no bounds. They not only reflect the ancient literary heritage of India 
but also more on the cultural wisdom of our country. Indologist working in India or out side will 
persue the NCC tomake his research findings authentic. It is an Encyclopedic work recording the 
information about works belonging to wide ranges of topics—such as Literature, Grammar, 
Philosophy, Astronomy, Astrology, Medicines and other Scientific and Technical Sciences of Ancient 


India. One who goes through it will definitely have an idea of our vast resources that stand as 
symbol of our rich heritage and cutlure. 


DATA 


The New Catalogus Catalogorum data comprises a large volumes of materials collected from more 
than 400 catalogues and hundreds of Manuscripts (handwritten) collected from various individual , 


collections in India and abroad. Many old documents are also either copies and xeroxed from various 
libraries abroad collected by Dr. V. Raghavan who travelled far and wide 


VOLUMES PUBLISHED SOFAR 
The first volume of New Catalogus Catalogorum was printed in 1949 and the revised version with 


many more charges was printed in 1968. Till date total of 13 volumes have been published covering 
the entries from A to bhavabhyantara. The 14th volume is in press.

GENESIS 


The Queen Mary's College located at Mylapore, Chennai is the only Government College (for 
women) in Tamil Nadu which offers Sanskrit as a major subject for Women students at the graduate 
level. The college, set up as early as 1914, offered Sanskrit as one of the papers at Intermediate level 
from its inception. B.A. Sanskrit, as a Major subject was introduced in 1951, with Mrs. Devaki 
Menon as the Head of the Department. ) 


Different areas of study were introduced like prose, poetry, grammar, drama, history, culture, 
philosophy, lyrics, vedic literature, alamkara etc. thereby offering a wide range of choice for the students 
to choose from for their future-study and specialisation. 


Many Sanskrit Pandits and lecturers have served in the department from time to time, since its 
‘inception. The department had been fortunate enough to utilise the able guidance and services of 
devoted and dedicated teachers like Miss. Sara Joshua whose first choice of specialisation was grammar, 
wherein she acquired the M.Phil degree for her work on Unadisutras. Others who followed and helped 
in the task of creating interest in the hearts of students were Mrs. Sita Padmanabhan who published 
a book on Agamas, Mrs. Kamalam S. Unni, who through her interest for Philology, brought out a book 
on “Comparative Philology’ which is still prescribed as a text for the students. Mrs. Unni served the 
Department also as the head followed by Mrs. R. Lalitha, Mrs. S. Rajalakshmi and the present head

A few words about Mrs. Devaki Menon the first H.O.D. of the Department and Mrs. Kamalam 
S. Unni can be added here. 


Mrs. Devaki Menon, in the words of Dr. Raghavan, "has been one of our esteemed 
colleagues in the Sanskrit Department of the Madras Educational Service and University of Madras, 
for nearly three decades". She was a student of Mm. Prof. S. Kuppuswami Sastri and passed the 
Sanskrit Honours Examination with a First Class. She had been a Member of the Board of Studies 
in Sanskrit of the Madras University for several years continuously, and had also been an Examiner, 
for Sanskrit in the Madras University for Inter, B.A. and B.A. (Hons.) and M.A. Examinations. She 
had also served on the Academic Council of the Madras University and University Affiliation 

. Commission sent to different ladies Colleges. 


Mrs. Menon had, during her life as a Sanskritist in Madras, taken active interest in 
extracurricular Sanskrit activities. In her own College, she had continuously kept up the extra- 
curricular activities of the Sanskrit Association; outside she had been a Member of the Executive 
Committee of the Madras Sanskrit Academy. She wrote original compositions in Sanskrit some 0 
which have been successfully tried on the All India Radio. 


Mrs. Kamalam S. Unni, Born in 1915 at Chitoor, Kerala, Mrs. Kamalam Unni had Sanskrit 
classes at home being taught by a pandit. This influenced her in taking B.A. Honours at the 
Presidency College, Madras. She stood first in the exams and bagged the Gold Medal. Here again 
she had the great fortune of studying under Mm. Prof. S. Kuppuswami Sastri.

They participate 
in a number of debates, oratorical and recitation, Music competition, not only in the city but also 
tin other districts.

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SAMSKRITA ACADEMY, MADRAS (1927 - 2000) 
Dr. S.S. Janaki 


1927 was a noteworthy year in Madras for the birth of prominent academic and cultural 


movements. It was in this year that the Music Academy, the Library Association and the Samskrita 
Academy were brought into existence at Madras. The Journals - Triveni in Andhra and the Journal 
of Oriental Research at Madras were also inaugurated at about the same time. 


ORIGIN 


The idea of the Samskrita Academy was sponsored by enlightened leaders of society and ardent 
lovers of Sanskrit. They included such stalwarts like V.V. Srinivasa Iyengar, Sir S. Varadachari, 
T.R.Venkatarama Sastri, K.V. Krishnaswami lyer and S. Satyamurthi 


Inauguration 


The Academy was inaugurated in 1927 at the Senate Hall of the old Senate building in the - 
University of Madras by Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya. Prof. Kuppuswami Sastry became the 
‘Academy’s first President. On this occasion the newly founded Academy thought it fit to present 
the Sanskrit play “”Mricchakatika” of Sudraka on the Stage. The quality of the production was 
indeed high as seen in the observation on the occasion by Pandit Malaviya himself that "Sanskrit 
became quite as understandable as the mother tongue when a play was enatched’’. 


The Academy had the privilege of arranging Pandit Malaviya's address for a second time in 
May 1929. On this occasion, he spoke in Sanskrit on “the. Hindu Mantras” at a public meeting 


in the Ranade Hall.

SCHOLARLY ACTIVITIES 


In the 1920s Prof. Kuppuswami was at the height of his fame and contributions. At that time, 
he was working in the Presidency College, Madras, as the Professor of Sanskrit and Comparative 
Philology, along with the Curatorship of the Govt. Oriental Manuscripts Library, Madras. It was during 
1925 - 26 that he set up the Oriental Research Institute in the University of Madras; and in 1927 he 
started in collaboration with Sir PS. Sivasvami lyer and Sri K. Balasubramanya lyer, the Journal of 
Oriental Research. The founding of the Sanskrit Academy in Dec. 1927 enabled Sri Sastri, his 
colleagues and research students to divert some scholarly activities through this new forum. Naturally 
Prof. Kuppuswami Sastri was the most befitting scholar to guide the progress of the Samskrita Academy. 
The first 15 years of Academy’s growth under his Presidentship (1928-43) was indeed a glorious period 
in its history. The following scholarly activities were organised during the early years:* 


1. Periodical Pandita Parishads

OTHER ACTIVITIES 


In the next category of activities the stress was in enlarging the scope of Sanskrit and 
Sanskritic studies for people at large, and providing various incentives for its study at School and 
College levels. Some of them were intended for serious scholars too. 


1. Lectures / Meetings 


(1) CELEBRATION OF POETS' DAYS 


This forms a major activity of the Academy from its inception. Originally Valmiki, Kalidasa. 
and Bhagavad Gita were chosen for highlighting thejr importance to scholars and students. Special 
days were chosen for such celebrations. Thus “Sri Rama Navami was fixed for Valmiki, Sarasvathi 
Puja and Vijayadasami for Kalidasa and Vaikuntha Ekadasi for Gita. Subsequently, Wasa, Appaya 
Dikshita, Vedanta Desika and Poets other than the major ones (on Maha Sivaratri) were also 
included. А

The earliest Valmiki Day on record was on 17th April 1929 when Prof. Kuppuswami Sastri 
spoke in Sanskrit on “Valmiki, the poet and his influence on Indian culture”. This was followed 
by an English lecture on "Some aspects of Sundara Kanda” by S. Satyamurthi. Select Ramayana 
verses were musically rendered by T.L. Venkatarama lyer; choice ""Kirtanas" were played on the 
vina by Vidwan Shermadevi Subrahmanya Sastri. Select verses from Ramayana were printed in 
a booklet at the M.L.J. Press and distributed freely by sri R. Narayana lyer at the gathering.

Il. ANNUAL SANSKRIT DAY 


From 1969 the Academy along with the Sanskrit Organisations in the Sanskrit College campus, is 
celebrating the Sanskrit Day on the Sravana Purnima in August according to a circular from the Ministry of 
Education, Govemment of India. This annual function comprises of varied programs like lectures on the 
greatness of Sanskrit in English, Tamil / Sanskrit by scholars (Indian and Foreign), heads of mathas etc., 


‘exhibition of Sanskrit and Indological publications, release of new books brought out by the participating 
organisations and cultural items.

A. Free Sanskrit class: The Academy has been running free Sanskrit classes in the evenings 
for more than two decades. The classes are held in Mylapore. Triplicane and Mambalam with the 
financial assistance from the Government of India. 


B. Scholarships to two Sanskrit students of the Presidency College during 1936-38 and to 
one student in that college for 1939 were given by Academv. 


C. Amritadhara:- To encourage and popularise speaking in Sanskrit among the lovers and 
students of Sanskrit literature, the Academy arranges a forum ""Amritadhara" on the first Wednesday 
in every Tamil month. In this meet every one is given a chance to speak in Sanskrit on a topic (usually 
a specific poet) that is announced in advance. This forum was inaugurated on 18th January 1989. 


As on date the poets discussed are - Valmiki, Vyasa, Bhasa, Kalidasa, Bhavabhuti, Bana, Sri 
Harsha and Sudraka.

As far as music is concerned it is to be noted that even from 1929 along with the scholarly 
lectures, it was customary to arrange for musical renderings of selections from the writings of the 
Poet or Philosopher whose Day was celebrated. 


SAFEGUARDING THE INTERESTS OF SANSKRIT STUDY 


One of the most important items of the work done by the Academy all these years and is still 
doing is the vigilance and care with which it comes forward to carry on an agitation and to make 
representations to the authorities whenever the interests of Sanskrit education and the promotion of the 
Sanskrit studies were jeopardised by any action taken by Government or other bodies. The Academy 
can claim credit to itself for the success achieved by the representations made by them. The following 
are some such occasions: 


1931 - Proposal of abolition of the Sanskrit Honours in the Presidency College 

1937 -  Imposition of Hindi in the lower classes as compulsory subject and thereby creating 
problems for students taking Sanskrit studies.

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PREMISES OF THE ACADEMY 


It appears that the original idea was to construct a hall to be named “М Krishnaswami Aiyar 
Hall” in memory of Sri Aiyar whose scholarship in and love of Sanskrit literature was a great inspiration 
to his contemporaries and whose generous and munificent was to be at a cost of about Rs. 25,000/ 
- for housing the Sanskrit Academy and its Library. In fact in February 1930 a special committee 
consisting of Alladi Krishnaswami Iyer (Chairman), K.V. Krishnaswami Iyer (Treasurer), Prof. 
Kuppuswami Sastri and three secretaries (S. Satyamurthi, G.K. Seshagiri and V. Narayanan), was 
formed to raise funds for the purpose. Obviously the target was not reached and until this day the 
Academy does not have a separate accomodation of its own. 


The campus of the Sanskrit College, however now houses more buildings than in the thirtees 
and hence the problem is not serious currently.

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THE SAMSKRITA RANGA 
Founded in 1956 


The Samskrita Ranga, Madras, is a unique organization founded for the promotion of Sanskrit 
dramatic activities. Its activities include the production of Sanskrit plays on the stage, as well as on the 
radio, research and publication in the field of Sanskrit drama, and lectures and expositions relating 
to Sanskrit and allied theatre forms in India and South-East Asia. Although the Ranga as such was 
founded on 16th November, 1958 by the vibrant scholar Dr. V. Raghavan, on the occasion of the First 
All India Kalidasa Festival at Ujjain, it is really a continuation in a well organised fashion of the work 
that had been already going on in Madras in the presentation of Sanskrit plays, by organisations 
like the Madras Samskrita Academy and Suguna Vilasa Sabha. 


STAGE PRODUCTIONS 


The first production of The Ranga was the Malavikagnimitra of Kalidasa which was performed 
by its members on the 26th November, 1958 at the First All-India Kalidasa Festival at Ujjain where 
the Ranga had also in subsequent years produced the two others plays of Kalidasa. Its production 
of Abhijnana Sakuntalam at Ujjain was acclaimed the best for the year and it got also the Trophy 
for the best production at the Fourth-All-India Kalidasa Festival. The Ranga had taken its 
Malavikagnimitra to Delhi also, for the Summer Drama Festival where, before the Vice-President 
Dr. S. Radhakrishnan, the play was produced along with another short play called Punarunmesha, 
written by Dr. V. Raghavan the President of the Ranga. 


In Madras, the Malavikagnimitra was repeated more than once. All the three plays of Kalidasa 
which had received enthusiastic reception at Ujjain , Bhopal and Delhi had been repeated in the 
Annual Conferences and Festivals of the Music Academy, Madras. 


In fulfilment of its object, the Samskrita Ranga then undertook to bring to the stage such 
Sanskrit plays as had never been previously produced but had been only read as literature. A major 
achievements of the Samskrita Ranga is the presentation on the stage of the Malati Madhava of 
Bhavabhuti. With the assistance of the Central Sanksrit Board it was played in Madras at the Museum 
Theatre under the Presidentship of the first president of the Central Sanskrit Board, Justice Patanjali 
Sastri, and in the Music Academy, in the new Auditorium in the presence of the then Governor 
of Madras. Similarly the Bhagavadajjukiya, the best of the Sanskrit farces was produced by the 
Ranga, for the first time in orinigal Sanskrit in the presence of distinguished scholars including Dr. 


P Thieme of Tubingen, West Germany. The play was repeated in the Indo-French Cultural week 
under the auspices of the Madras University. 


Another notable effort of the Samskrita Ranga was the production of the Agamadambara of 
the famous poet and logician of the 10th century in Kashmir, Jayanta Bhatta. The play had not

Another social play produced by the Ranga was Palandumandana, a satire on the eating habits 
of people in different parts of India, by Harijivana Mishra of Jaipur. The play was also unpublished 
then: recently the Kuppuswami Sastri Research Institute has brought out the publication with 
translation by Dr. S.S. Janaki and valuable introduction by Dr. Raghavan. 


Like the Malati Madhava, the Mudrarakshasa is a difficult play rarely produced and the Ranga 
scored a major success when it produced this play, with the Central Sanskrit Board's assistance 
at the Silver Jubilee Celebrations of the Kuppuswami Sastri Research Institute on 28-3-1971 before 
a learned audience of Pandits and scholars from Madras and different parts of India with Prof. 
K.A.S. Iyer as Chief Guest.

Since 1970 the rate of production suffered due to the lack of patronage and support for 
Sanskritic causes in general, especially in Madras, as also due to the sudden demise of 
Dr. Raghavan, the moving spirit of the Ranga, in 1979. It was therefore not possible for the Ranga 
to continue the dramatic activities with the same vigour and enthusiasm. However the Ranga has 
been producing classical high quality productions on special occasions under the direction of 
Dr. S. S. Janaki, assisted by Mrs. Nandini Ramani, daughter of Dr. V. Raghavan. Mrs. Nandini 
Ramani who made her debut on the Samskrita Ranga Stage at Ujjain as Bharata, son of Sakuntala, 


has grown along with Ranga. She is taking care of the Samskrita Ranga with the same dedication 
of Dr. V. Raghavan and Dr. S.S. Janaki.

Sponsoring of Kudiyattam at Madras : A noteworthy achievement of the Samskrita Ranga is 
their bringing out of their customary local background the Kudiyattam of Kerala, the only surviving 
form of Sanskrit Drama in the traditional way. The Kudiyattam troupe was brought to Madras with 
the assistance of the Central Sanskrit Board and performances of portions of Bhasa's Abhiseka 
Nataka, Kulasekhara's Subhadra Dhananjaya and Harsha's Nagananda were arranged for three 
evenings, 29 to 31 Aug. 1962

CONTRIBUTION TO SANSKRIT 


The drama activities of the Ranga have been a potent means of imparting Sanskrit knowledge and 
improving the same for a large number of those who are generally interested in Sanskrit and who 
belong to diverse age-groups and walks of life. Indeed some of the actors of the Ranga have learnt 
Sanskrit and Sanskrit - speaking for the first time. The rehearsals of Sanskrit plays in which each 
line and word have been taught and learnt in their full and true significance and had engaged the 
attention of the Directors and actors for reflection and possibilities of action have contributed to 
a deeper understanding of the texts of Sanskrit dramas. In fact it is only through these rehearsals, 
during the efforts to direct and act the dramas that even the works of Kalidasa have come to be 
properly understood with all their dramatic possibilities. It is only by taking them up for actual 
production that one understands that the great playwrights of Sanskrit theatre wrote their works 
for actual production and not for mere reading.

HISTORY 


The University of Madras has as early as 1911 instituted an Oriental Faculty for the study of 
classical languages like Sanskrit, Arabic and Persian which were then being taught in Oriental Colleges. 
The faculty was perhaps comprising of some eminent scholars of these languages who formed something 
like the present Board of studies, for the purpose of framing the syllabus and designing the pattern of 
Examinations. Later in 1927, the University developed this faculty by instituting a separate unit in the 
form of Oriental Research Institute with the purpose of bringing out from obscurity the outstanding works 
in Arabic, Persian, Urdu, Tamil, Telugu, Malayalam, Kannada and Sanskrit. Arabic, Persian and Urdu 
languages were put under the Islamic Section and for the first time two staff members, namely, Dr. Syed 
Mohamed Hussain Nainar and Mohamed Munawar Khan Gowher were appointed as Senior and Junior 

‘Lecturers respectively in this section. 


Again in 1930, the Oriental Research Institute was reorganised with a view to give a wider horizon 
to the research work. Different Departments were created and the Department of Arabic, Persian and 
Urdu thus came into existence. One more post of Junior Lecturer was created bringing the total number 
of posts to three. The two Junior Lecturers then were Mr. Mohd. Hussain Mahvi and Mr. Abu Hashim 
Syed U'sha. 


Thus the Department which got the name "Department of Arabic, Persian & Urdu" in 1930 
With a staff strength of One Senior Lecturer and two Junior Lecturers has now developed into a 
Powerful unit with two professors, three Readers and two Lecturers. 


Dr. Md. Hussain Nainar was a person of high calibre. He focussed his attention on the Arabic 
and Persian works which could prove to be of good sources of the South Indian History. So he brought 
out in English five volumes on the "Sources of the History of Nawabs of Carnatic'. His other works

He is on the Editorial Board, Encyelopaedia of World Literatures, 
prepared and published by the Govt.of Kerala. He compiled and edited the important prefaces of 
Moulana Baquir Agah. He also took up the project of compiling Urdu-Tamil and Tamil-Urdu 
Dictionary without any financial assistance, which he could not complete. 


He retired in 1998. He is now holding a coveted post of the Vice-Chairman, Tamilnadu State 
Urdu Language Academy, Govt. of Tamilnadu, Chennai. 


Dr. P Nasir Ahmed who joined the Department in 1976 has proved himself in a short span 
of his service a very vital personality bv visiting Saudi Arabia and Australia taking part in the World 
Conferences there.

Professor Sged Waheed Ashraf joined the Department along with Dr. Najmul Hoda and when 
Dr. Hoda left the Department in 1989, Dr. Ashraf became the Head. As soon as he took charge 
of the Department he started searching ways and means to develop the Department on one hand 
and to strengthen it on the other. He organised a Seminar on All India basis to discuss the problems 
of teaching Urdu and Research so that some remedy to improve the teaching and standard be 
achieved. Luckily the year 1990 happened to be the Diamond Jubilee Year for this Department. 
He therefore tried to put this chance to its best by creating some endowments to mark the Diamond 
Jubilee Celebrations. The Murthuzaviya Educational and Cultural Foundation, Madras, co- 
sponsored the Jubilee Celebrations and the All India U.G.C. Seminar on 4th, 5th and 6th of March 
1990. 


The following three endowments of Rs. 50,000 each were instituted on this occasion: 


1. Moulana Dr. Abdul Huq Endowment scholarship for Ph.D. scholars of the Department. 


2. Moulana Abdul Wahal Bukhar Endowment Scholarship for M.Phil scholars of the 
Department. 


3. T. Ahmed Ali Parpia Endowment Scholarship for M.A. Students of the Department.

ORIGIN AND GROWTH 


The Department of Comparative Philologv, Oriental Research Institute. University of Madras 
first began researches in Tamil in 1914. In 1927, a seperate Tamil Department was established in 
the Insititute. In 1930, the Tamil Department was further expanded. The Tamil Department 
specialised in classical Tamil Literature, Folklore, Triukkural studies and comparative Grammer. 


SCHOLARS OF THE DEPARTMENT 


When it was reorganised in 1930, provision was made for one Reader, one Senior Lecturer 
and one Junior Lecturer. The Readership was converted into a Professorship in 1948. 


The Department had to its credit a very renowned team of faculty members like Prof. K.N. 
Sivaraja Pillai, Prof. E.V. Anantharama lyer, Prof. V. Vekatarajulu Reddiar, Prof. S. Anavarata 
Vinayakam Pillai, Prof. S. Vaiyapuri Pillai, Prof. R.P. Sethu Pillai, Prof. Mr. Varadarajan, Thiru. 
B.R. Purushothama Naidu, Prof. M. Dorairangaswamy, Prof. M. Rajamanickam, Prof. N. Sanjeevi 
and Prof. C. Balasubramaniam All these eminent teachers had written and published many books 
through the Department. Moreover, their articles were published in the Annals of Oriental Research, 
University of Mardas. 


Prof. S. Vaiyapuri Pillai, Prof. R.P Sethu Pillai Dr. M.A. Durai rangaswamy had participated 
and presented papers in the All India Oriental Conference from 1937. They have contributed articles 
to leiterary Journals and Commemoration Volumes. 


THE TAMIL LEXICON 


The Tamil Lexicon which was finished in 1936, could not include about 20,000 words because 
of their late collection. Hence, The Lexicon Addendum volume was completed in December 1939. 


The University considered it desireable to bring out a concise Tamil Lexicon and accepted the 


offer of the Madras Law Journal press to publish this work under the supervision of the Tamil 
Department. This edition was published in 1954.

HISTORY 


In 1968, to serve the higher educational needs of the whole of South India the prestigeous 
institution namely the University of Madras was established. The University having observed the 
qood, true and best things in Dravidian literatures started the Department of Telugu in the vear 
1927 with Korada Ramakrishnaiah as Reader and Sri N Bangarayya (who left in June 1928) and 
Sri P Lakshmikantham (who left in June 1930) as Fellows. Consequent on the reorganisation of 
the Department in 1930 with a Senior and a junior Lecturer Mr. K. Ramakrishnaiah became the 
Senior Lecturer Mr. V. Ch. Seetharamaswamy Sastri (who left in June 1933) is the first Junior 
Lecturer and Sri S. Lakshmipathi Sastri followed him. 


Sri Korada Ramakrishnaiah was a pioneer among the writers on Dravidian Philology. He was 
a great literary critic also. Andra Bharata Kavita Vimarsanams was his most valuable book. Sandhi, 
Bhashotpattikramam, Dravida Bhashalu, Bhasasastram written long ago are considered as 
standard works even today. 


The much talked scholar next to him was Nidadavolu Venkata Rao, who joined the department 
as a second member in 1944. Sistla Ramakrishna Sastri joined the department in the year 1949 
after the retirement of Korada Ramakrishnaiah. N. Venkata Rao became Head of the Department. 
He was a great researcher, his work namely Dakshina Andhra Vangnayacharitra and Telugu Kavula 
Jeevithamu were published by the University of Madras. Ramakrishna Sastri magnum opus, the 
complete history of Telugu literature also published by the University of Madras is only part- 
complete. Venkata Rao retired in 1960 followed by Ramakrishna Sastri in 1968 and the Department 
remained closed for two years till Dr. G. Appa Rao joined as Lecturer in 1970. 


The Department was given a face lift by the then Vice-chancellor Padmasri Dr. N.V. 
Sundaravadivelu. He made the Department as a research centre also in the vear 1975 and promoted 
Dr. G. Appa Rao as Reader and Head of the Department and was promoted as Professor in the vear 
1976 and retired as Prof. & Head in the year 1987. Dr. Malcolm Adisheshaiah who was a successor 
to Dr. Sundaravadivelu introduced the Post-graduate teaching in the Department and more 
members were added to the same. In this expansion the first to join was Dr. S. Akki Reddy as 


Lecturer in 1976 (July). Dr. G.VS.R. Krishnamurthy was appointed as Lecturer in the Department

The Department 
has conducted a number of national, state-level and local seminars besides arranging Aroot Prakasa 
Rao Endowment Lectures and Prof. G. Appa Rao Endowment Lectures every year. The Department 
has produced about 60 Ph.Ds and above 100 M.Phils during the period 1976-2000.

ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT 


The Department of Malayalam was started in the University of Madras in 1921 as section 
of the Oriental Research Institute. Two members constituted the staff. In 1930 the Department was 
made permanent. Dr. C. Achytua Menon assisted by Shri P Krishnan Nair had a long period of 
meritorious service. Dr. Menon expired in 1952 and Shri. P. Krishnan Nair retired in 1947. Dr. S.K. 
Nayar became the Head of the Department, the other member being Shri K.N. Ezhuthachan. 


Since the very inception of the Department some fundamental aims have been kept in view. 
The first was to make an exhaustive study of the cultural peculiarities of Kerala as reflected in 
language and literature. It is common knowledge that historically speaking Kerala, whose famous 
name was Cera in ancient days, was an integral part of the Tamil Nadu. Tamil classics like 
Silappadikaram, Padirruppattu were born in that part of the country. Malayalam is recognised as 
an offshoot of Tamil and there is no doubt that originally the cultural affinity of the two peoples 
was very great. But in course of time due to the geographical and historical causes there was a 
conspicuous change. With the arrival of Nambudiri Brahmans who gradually penetrated both the 
spiritual and material life of the country there was a complete fusion of the Dravidian and Aryan 
cultural elements. A new language was born and various art-forms developed. A study of this 


particular culture with all its ramifications has been the main theme of research from the very 
beginning. 


With this end in view this Department turned its attention first to the collection of religious 
songs in which the cultural life of people lies embedded. Rare Torram songs on Kali the favourite 
Mother Goddess of the people of Kerala were collected and edited with a critical introduction. 
The Kali Worship in Kerala, Volume 1 by the late Dr. C.A. Menon then Head of the Department 


was the pioneer attempt in the field. The work was composed of two parts, the first containing 
the introduction and the second, the texts. 


Kerala was a land of warriors and it has an extensive ballad literature. The Ballads of North 
Malabar Vol. 1, was edited and published by Dr. C.A. Menon in 1934 with a scholarly introduction. 
This volume deals with Otenan the famous North Malabar hero. 


Two more volumes of these ballads have been published and these have considerably 
pug our knowledge of the medieval Kerala society, its customs, manners etc. "The Death of 
tenan” belonging to the above series was published in the Department Journal in 1951. 


In editing the above ballads another aim has also been kept in view. These have been written 


in an unsophisticated colloquial style and will provide ampl 
ple data for the study of North Malabar 
dialect which may throw some welcome light on the development of Yama ` 


In Kerala no other literary figure commands 
: r greater respect than Tuncat Eluthaccan, the father

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Kerala has now become famous for its Kathakali. Developing from the ritual plays like 
Kutiyattam conducted in temples, Kathakali is a late arrival, but none the less the most artistic 
In a short life of about 300 years it has reached unparalleled perfection and embodies traits of 
native genius and Aryan techniques as represented by Bharata in his Natya Sastra. Music, dance 
and poetry are harmoniously combined in this art form. To bring out in bold relief all its 
peculiarities, to explain all its subile techniques and to assess the merits of the Attakkatha literature 
in Malayalam, a work entitled "Attakkatha" was also published by this department in 1939. A 
number of articles were also published on this topic in the Annals of the Oriental Research Institute. 


Yet another work undertaken by this Department was the collection and publication of rare 
manuscripts which lie hidden in the old archives of Kerala, "Kucelaurtam and Krisna Vilasam" was 
the first publication of this kind in 1929. Mavaratam Pattu which has a specific bearing on the 
snake-cult of Kerala was published in 1944 as a bulletin. This work deals with the old Mahabharata 
story with many interesting changes. Keralolpatti which gives the traditional account of the origin 
of Kerala was edited with a critical introduction and published in 1953. The Parasurama legend, 
the story of the Perumal rule etc. find their place in the works which, though not highly valuable 
in themselves shed some side-lights in the proper understanding of the history of Kerala. In 1942 
two lectures were also delivered by Dr. C.A. Menon on the topic. Kedaramahatmyam another 
interesting work was published by the. Department in 1953. 


Kerala of old had a peculiar kind of military exercise and training called Kalarippayarru which 
has been to some extent revived by certain enthusiasts recently. The various granthas giving full 
technigues of the training had been kept as secrets by the traditional teachers. The Malayalam 
Department took the intiative in procuring a rare manuscript of such a work and published it in 
the name of "Ayudhabhyasa" in 1953. It contains minute description of about 600 feats reproducing 
the very words of the old fencing masters in teaching. The close attention paid to the arts has 
remained unabated and in 1955 the Department had published a work on the Folk-dramas of 
Kerala ("Keralithile Natoti Natakangal") by Dr. S.K. Nayar. This work enumerates most of the 
important types of folk-dramas in Kerala in which the country abounds, and treats them on a 
historical and descriptive basis with their critical evaluation. A study of literature connected with 
the Sasta-Cult of Kerala and work on the snake-cult and allied literature were carried on.

ORIGIN 


In view of the increasing importance of the study of Hindi, specially in the field of the 
comparative study of classics in Hindi and Other Indian Languages, Madras University had taken 
the lead in South India, bv starting a separate Department of Research in Hindi as a part of the 
Oriental Research Institute. 


The syndicate of the Madras University with Dr. Sir A. Lakshmanaswamy Mudaliar as the 
Vice-Chancellor, resolved after the recommendation of the Senate, in the vear 1951, that a research 
Department of Hindi should be instituted under the Oriental Research Faculty. Thus the Department 
was started on the 4th of April 1952 with Mr. S. Shankar Raju Naidu, M.A., (Agra), Sahitya Ratna 
(Allahabad), Honours in Hindi (Punjab) as the Senior Lecturer and Head of the Department, who 
had already published a book of original poems in Hindi by name "Geetopahar' consisting of lyrics 
manifesting the great ideals of, Father of the Nation, Mahatma Gandhi who wrought freedom for 


the country. He had also brought out certain literary essays including a translation of a few stanzas 
from "Kaivalya Navaneetam'. 


The City of Madras where the University is functioning, being the metropolis of the Tamil 
Speaking Area which geographically comprises the Southern most part of India stretching right up 
to Cape Comorin. Tamil being the Regional Langauage, it was found fit that a comparative study 


should first of all be taken up with the Ancient classics of Tamil, the antiguity of which vet admits 
of its being explored. 


Tirukkural believed to be of the 2nd centurv A.D., and Kambaramavanam of the 12th Century 
A.D. are supposed to be the two master-pieces of Tamil, and Chilappadikaram of the 1st century 
A.D. is the first magnificent epic of its Ancient period. Hence the Department of Hindi had 
concentrated its attention to the study of these classics comparing them with those of the relevant 
portions 1n Hindi. Works of Kabirdas, Bihari Lal and other Suktikaras of Hindi were compared with 
Tirukkural which is a treasure-house of 1330 common Ethical codes for all people of all times. 
Tulsidas's Rama-Charita-Manas was compared with Kambaramayanam, both of which contain the 
same story of Rama as depicted by Valmiki. Kambaramayanam and Rama-Charita-Manas have very 
many deviation from their original in their plot constructions, but it is surprising to note certain 
identical deviations, thereby creating a unique scope for research to discover the cases thereof 
the most remarkable spot being that of the pre-matrimonial Love of Rama and Sita. The first 
publication of the department is a critical study of these two forms of the same picture, which leads 


us to interfer that Kambaramayanam is one of the sources for Rama-Charita-Manas. 


The Department, in turn, had already brought out Chilappadhiharam in a nutshell.

So far as teaching and guiding of Research are concerned, a German national! Research 
Scholar coming as a Govenment of India Fellow was given instruction in the Hindi Language. He 
have been conducting research on the "Comparative Study of Hindi and German Grammar'. 
Another student had been counducting reseach on a "Comparative study of Andal and Meera'.

HISTORY 


On 19th May, 1932, the Registrar of the University issued a notice announcing the starting 
of a Department of Indian (as opposed to Western) Music. Hitherto music was taught only in Queen 
Mary’s College, an affiliated college of the University, conducting the B.A. degree course in the 
subject. A one-year course leading to a Diploma was instituted. The classes commenced on Friday. 
the 26th, August, 1932 at 5. p.m. and were held in the Syndicate Room of the Senate House for 
a few days. The Department then shifted to the Limbdi gardens, Royapettah, from where it 
functioned for a few years before shifting back to Chepauk. Along with the Diploma course, 
admission to Research also was started. 


Thiru K. Varadachariar, the great musician, respectfully and popularly called “Tiger’, was the 
first Lecturer and Head of the Department. With the help of two teaching assistants he conducted 
the classes in Vocal, Vina and Violin and also guided Research students. Eminent scholars like Thiru 
M.S. Ramaswami Ayyar and Thiru P Sambamoorthi were invited to give lectures to students on 
The History and Theory of Music, respectively. 


The establishment of the Department was hailed in music circles all over India and very soon 
enquiries about the course came pouring in even from as far a place as Rajkot. The diploma course 
was soon intensified and made into a two-year course from August 1937. Two years later the 
University also introduced an Oriental title course, Sangita Siromani, though the Department as 
such did not offer the course. Enrolment of Students for research leading to the M.Litt. degree was 
also started and in 1940 the first M..Litt. degree was awarded. 


In the late forties, Indian Music was introduced in Stella Maris College, Madras, eee m КИ

HISTORY 


The Department of Jainology was created with an Endowment from Research Foundation for 
Jainology, Sowcarpet, Chennai 600 079. The office bearers of the Foundation under the able advice 
of Hon'ble Justice Sri PR. Gokulakrishnan, set upon the herculean task of collecting a sum of Rs. 
15,00,000/- (Rupees Fifteen Lakhs) and handed over the same to the University authorities on 
29.8.1983 on the occasion of the Post-Centenary Silver Jubilee Celebrations of the University. 


In the beginning, Dr. T.G. Kalghatgi, M.A. Ph.D., Retd. Professor of Jainology from Mysore 
University was appointed as Professor and Head on contract basis for 3 years. The Department started 
functioning on 3.9.1985. After the expiry of Dr. Kalahatgi’s contract, Dr. M.D. Vasantharaj 
also Retd. Professor of Jainology from Mysore University was appointed on contract basis as Professor 
and Head for 3 years from 16.8.88. Dr. N. Vasupal who had initially joined the Department as 
Lecturer on 8.4.1987 and was subsequently selected as Reader took charge of the Department as 
Reader, and Head Incharge and is now Professor and Head under CDS promotion from 6.12.1995. 
Every year, the University is appointing two Guest Lecturers on temporary basis for eight months 
from September to April. Sanctioned strength of Teaching staff of the Department is one Professor, 
one Reader and one Lecturer. At present, two posts are vacant, and for that two Guest Lecturers 


(temporary) have been appointed.

ORIGIN 


The genesis of the Goverment Orental Manuscripts Library, Madras is connected with the 
collections of Colonel Colin Mackenzie (1754-1821), Dr. Leyden and Mr. C.P Brown which are being 
preserved in it. The Library consists of manuscripts of works in literature, history, philosophy and 
science, written in South Indian and Oriental languages, and of Kaifiyats and Inscriptions, found in 
many places belonging to different periods. 


Mackenzie’s Collection 


Colonel Colin Mackenzie, a Caledonian, who came to India in 1783 as a Cadet of Engineers on 
the Madras Establishment of the East India Company took a keen interest in the study of ancient 
Mathematics and, of Logarithm in particular, and in Oriental languages. He collected a large number 
of manuscripts, coins, inscriptions, maps etc., bearing on the literature, religion, history, manners and 
customs of the people not only from different parts of India but also from Ceylon and Java. 


On this appointment as Surveyor-General of India in 1818, Colonel Mackenzie took his valuable 
collections with him to Calcutta and went on adding to them till his death in 1881. 


. This collection was bought from Mrs. Mackenzie for 10,000 pounds by the East India Company 
in 1821 and divided into three parts. While one part was retained in London, the other pafts were sent 
to Calcutta and Madras. 


Leydenis Collection 


“In the India Office Library, London, a collection of manuscripts in Tamil, Telugu and Kannada 
characters belonging to Dr. Leyden (a remarkable linguist and traveller who was in India from 1803 to 
1811) was noticed by Mr. C. P Brown in 1837. The valuable collection of Dr. Leyden was purchased 
by the East India Company after his death and lodged at the India House, London. It was subsequently 
brought to India, thanks to the efforts of Mr. C.P. Brown who had joined the Indian Civil Service. 


Brown's Collection 


Mr. C.P Brown (1798-1884) presented to the East India Company his own alec ee 
of paper manuscripts of Sanskrit and Telugu works. This collection was brought to India in .

These three collections i.e. the Mackenzie Collection, the East India House 
Collection were transferred to Presidency College, Madras in 1870 and Mr. Pickford, who was Professor 
of Sariskrit in Presidency College, was directed to prepare a Catalogue for them.

Manuscripts. In 1876 he was requested to discover new manuscripts 
them by transcription. 


Accordingly, many manuscripts have been acquired from time to time and added to the Library 


collection. 
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Full fledged library in the true sense was started in 1869. The picture of our library in 1869 
is flabbergasting. At that point of time the institution was under the name Library of Oriental 
manuscripts'. There were only three staff members. The list goes:

V. Krishnasastry, the head, perhaps knowing Sanskrit and Tamil, had manipulated the 
institution, getting so low a salary in those days.

From such small beginnings, the Government Oriental Manuscripts Library, Madras, has grown to 
its present dimensions and it possesses 72,314 manuscripts in the following languages:-

Consequent to the formation of linguistic states in our country, about 7,000 manuscripts in Telugu, 
Kannada and Malayalam were transferred to Andhra Pradesh, Karnataka and Kerala respectively. Apart 
from this 25,400 printed books are available for reference in the Library.

Acquisition and preservation of manuscripts. 

Classification and Cataloguing of manuscripts. 

Publication of rare manuscripts and Library Catalogues. 

Purchase of books and periodicals for reference, and 

Supply of information on manuscripts to the scholars.

The rare and valuable palm-leaf manuscripts are carefully preserved by adopting manual and 
chemical methods. The injured and damaged paper manuscripts are Preserved by being mended with 
Chiffon cloth. 


Publication 


The Government Oriental Manuscripts Library has brought out so far 446 publications including 
Descriptive and Triennial Catalogues of its manuscripts in various languages. The publications had been 
brought under two series: Government Oriental Manuscripts Series and Government Oriental Series, 
those in the latter being edited by the Curator and the staff of the Library. Since 1991, the two series 
system was dropped to avoid confusion. 


Bulletin 


Multilingual Bulletin published annually by the Government Oriental Manuscripts Library contains 
in print rare and unpublished manuscripts in various languages. Twenty six volumes have been published 
so far. 


Administration 


The Government Oriental Manuscripts Library is a government institution headed by the Curator 
under the control of the Director of Archaeology, Government of Tamilnadu. 


Service 


Manuscripts and books are issued to visitors for study or consultation on request. Permission is 
accorded to research scholars for studying, copying and comparing the manuscripts. 


Location 


The Government Oriental Manuscripts Library is located in the Western Wing of the first floor of 
the Madras Universery Library. It is kept open from 10.00 a.m. to 5.45 p.m. on all working days and 
Shall remain closed on Fridays, Saturdays and the government holidays.

It was on the 28th December 1887 that Colonel H.S. Olcott, founded of the Theosophical 
Society, found the Adyar Library, soon after the Centenary Celebration of the Discovery of Sanskrit 
by the West with the memorable utterance of Sir William Jones (at Calcutta, in 1786) pointing 
out the ultimate geneological relationship of Sanskrit with other languages like Greek and Latin, 
old Persian and the Germanic languages and English. Western Scholars worked hard with 
meticulous care and devotion, using the comparative and historical methods as tools, and proved 
the correctness of what Sir William Jones had stated. 


The Library is a nonsectarian centre of research in eastern civilization, philosophy and 
religion. It was founded "for the revial of oriental literature, the rehabilitation of the true pandit 
in public esteem, the promotion of a higher moral sense and spiritual aspiration among Asiatic 
youth, and a stronger mutual regard between the learned of the East and West. 


Though corespondence with Max Muller, Colonel Olcott was able to get the services of the 
distingushed German Orientalist, E Otto Schrader. As the Director of the Library he was able to 
introduce modern research methology of the West which was not within the reach of ordinary Indian 
scholars. He started the collection, preservation and classification of oriental manuscripts. In 1888 
Max Miuler wrote to Colonel Olcott about the need for the publication of a complete and correct 
edition of all the Upanisads to help the Theosophical Society to get the most important part of 
Indian Philosophy. 


A Collection of Minor Upanishads was published by Schrader in 1912. Later the Library 
brought out editions of 108 major Upanishads with the Advaitic commentary of Upanishad Brahma 
Yogin, and English translations. 


Being a German Citizen, Schrader had to leave India because of the First Great War; but 
the firm foundation laid by him helped in the stable growth of the library. A judicious combination 
of excellence in Eastern traditional scholarship and the best traits in modern research methodology 
and textual criticism was fortunately possible: and the library got the services of eminent traditional 
pandits like A Mahadeva Sastri, R. Anantakrishna Sastri, S. Subrahmanya Sasti, V. 
Krishnamachariar, E.R. Sreekrishna Sarma, S. Sankaranarayanan, K.V. Sarma and Thangaswami 
Sarma. K. Ramachandra Sarma worked for more than fifty years assisting in the publication by 
preparing the press copy, index etc., and proof correction. Professor C. Kunhan Raja, Dr. V. 
Raghavan, PN. Srinivasachariar, and Professor Rangaswami Iyengar were edi in the 
publication work. In 1937 C. Kunhan Raja started the Adyar Library Bulletin-Brahma Vidya, and 
was its editor till his retirement from the Madras University in 1950. Smt. Radha Burnier helped 


in building up the Library especially in the classification section, and as Director from 1959 to 1980. 
Dr. Kunjunni Raja is the Director from 1981 onwards. 


As the library is ideally situated for quiet study in the midst of park-like surroundings, research 


students from various universities, and foreign scholars who are in Madras, avail themselves of 
accommodation and other facilities provided for their research work. 
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RARE COLLECTIONS 


The collections of the library at present consist of about 18,600 manuscripts, both palm-leaf 
and paper, and some 1,75,000 printed volumes, excluding journals. 


The manuscript section includes numerous Sanskrit works besides manuscripts from Sri 
Lanka, China, Siam, Persia and other eastern countries. 


The printed books include old and rare indological works and books on the different religions 
and philosophies in Sanskrit, Chinese, Japanese, Tibetan, Latin, English and many other eastern 
and western languages. The Chinese Tripitakas and Encyclopedias, a complete set of xylograps of 
the Tibetan Kanjur and Tanjur, a collection of rare works in Latin and other western languages, 
and complete sets of important research journals are among the valued possessions of the library. 


PUBLICATIONS 


The library has been bringing to light rare and unpublished works, mainly from its own 
manuscript collection. Brought out in the Adyar Library Series, Adyar Library General Series and 
Adyar Library Phamphlet Series, these publications include catalogues of the manuscrips in the 
library, Vedic works, Agamas, an edition of the 108 Upanisads with an Advaitic commentary and 
English translation, Buddhist works restored into Sanskrit from Tibetan and Chinese, Vedantic texts, 
some important works on music and various other translations and studies. 


The library also publishes a journal Brahmavidya since 1937 presenting studies on religion, 
philosophy, culture and various aspects of Sanskrit and other oriental literature, as well as ancient 
texts. This journal and other Adyar Library publications have become well-known and reach many 
oriental research institutions and scholars throughout the world. The agents for sale are the 
Theosophical Publishing Houses at The Theosophical Society, Adyar, Chennai 600 020 (India); and 
Wheaton Illinois (U.S.A.) 


FACILITIES FOR RESEARCH 


The Library has been lending its manuscripts and books to research institutions, universities, 
and scholars in India and abroad and making them available for consultation by visiting scholars. 
Transcripts, as well as microfilms and photostat copies, are also supplied on request. Microfilm and 
Microfiche readers are available. The libray's manuscripts have been used in many important 
Publication such as those of the Pali Text Society, the critical edition of the Ramayana and the 
Mahabharata, publications in the Harvard Oriental Series, and various other publications of the 
universities and indological institutions in India and abroad. 


The library’ reading Room is open to all those who enrol themselves as readers SER E 
COnsult its priceless treasures. The library has an excellent card catalogue with detailed entries 


useful to research students. 
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DISTINGUISHED SCHOLARS 


The library has benefited from the services of such well known scholars as Dr. Otto F. 
Schrader: Mr. Johanvan Manen, later connected with the Asiatic Society of Bengal: Mr. EL. 
Woodward of the Pali Text Society: Dr. James H. Cousins, poet and writer, Pandit Mahadeva Sastri, 
formerly Curator of the Oriental MSS Library, Mysore, Dr. C. Kunhan Raja and Dr. V. Raghavan 
who were successively in charge of the Sanskrit Department, Madras University and Dr. K. Kunjunni 
Raja, who succeeded Dr. Raghavan as Head of the Department of Sanskrit, Madras University, 
who is now the Director of the library. 


The Centenary of the Adyar Library and Research Centre was celebrated in 1986 under the 
Presidentship of Sri R. Venkatraman and graced by other eminent scholars. This great centre of 
Indological research has established itself not only as one of the best maintained and service- 
motivated Oriental Libraries in India, but also as an outstanding Indological Institute well-known 
for academic excellence in its scholarly publications.

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CHENNAI GOVERNMENT MUSEUM 


The Government Museum Complex responsible for the name of its street, the Pantheon Road 
in Egmore is an important landmark of the city. It is the largest and oldest of the State Museums 
in India. Besides its priceless objects of cultural and scientific value it contains two heritage buildings 
i.e. the Museum Theatre and the National Art Gallery. Originally the idea of setting up a Museum 
for the people of Madras was mooted by the Madras Literary Society in the forties of 19th Century 
and it was materialised in 1851 with Dr. Edward Green Balfour, as the first Officer-in-charge, the 
Madras Museum was started in the first floor of the College of Fort St. George. The college was 
then in the premises of the present office of the Director of Public Instruction in College Road. 


In December 1854 the Museum was shifted to its present premises then called as Pantheon 
Building. This was the property of Mr. Hall Plumer, a civil servant and public works contractor who in 
1793 assigned the property to a Committee of 24 which conducted public entertainment programmes 
of the city at that time. In 1821, the Committee sold the main building'and garden space to Mr. 
E.S. Moorat, a wealthy Armenian merchant who in turn sold it to Government in 1830. 


Since the time of its inception in 1851, it had steadily developed and expanded under the able 
guidance and supervision of a succession of devoted directors. Beginning as a museum of practical 
Geology, its scope was soon extended to cover other fields such as Archaeology, Anthropology, Art and 
Natural History. Its first officer-in-charge was Surgeon Edward Balfour who launched an intensive 
collection campaign in order to build up the collections in the various sections of the Museum. 
Others who followed him carried on his magnificient work further to make this Museum the 
repository of outstanding objects of art and fine specimens of natural history. 


In 1951, the Government Museum, Madras celebrated its centenary, having completed hundred 
years of fruitful service to the public as a pioneer educational institution in the State. The Centenary 
celebrations were inaugurated by the then Prime Minister, Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, on November 27, 
1951. The National Art Gallery was also organised and thrown open to the public on the occasion. 


There was a spurt in the reorganisation and development of the Museum in 1963 with 
generous financial assistance from the Government of Madras resulting in the new Bronze Gallery, 
a new Natural History wing and an extension of the Chemical Conservation Laboratory. A Gallery 
of Buddhist Antiquities was opened in 1964 and a Philatelic Gallery was opened in 1966. A 
Numismatics Gallery was set up in 1976. In 1984 January, Contemporary Art Gallery was opened

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HISTORIC PLACES IN AND AROUND MADRAS 
prof. K.V. Raman 


Madras City, in its present metropolitan form is only of recent growth but many of its 
constituent parts like Mvlapore, Tiruvallikkeni, Egmore, Nungambakkam, Velacheri, Tiruvanmiyur. 
Tiruvottiyur, as well as places like Pallavaram, Poonamalle, Tirumullaivavil and Pulal (Red Hills), 
which are on the outskirts of the city, have had a long and cheguered history. 


The first Stone Age tool in India was discovered at Pallavaram near Madras by Robert Bruce 
Foote in 1863. This led to several similar finds in places close to Madras such as Vadamadurai 
and Red Hills. Megalithic tombs belonging to the Iron Age (c. 500 B. C. to 100 A.D.) were found 
at the foothills of Pallavaram, Kunnatur and Tirunirmalai, all on the outskirts of Madras city. Within 
the city itself, Iron Age implements etc., were found buried in a garden in Halls Road, Egmore. 
Round about the Red Hills also, pyriform urns and sarcophagus-burials were found. 


The earliest literary reference to this area is found in the travel accounts of Ptolemy, the Greco- 
Roman geographer of the second century A.D. The word "Mylarphan" in his accounts is identified 
to be a reference to Mylapore. There is also a tradition associating Mylapore with St. Thomas, 
the apostle. He is said to have visited the place in the first century A.D. and attained martyrdom 
here. San Thome, near Mylapore and Saint Thomas Mount are supposed to be associated with 
his visit. The Protuguese who were active in this area from about the middle of the 16th century 
gave importance to these places and built impressive churches. 


In the Saiva and Vaishnava literature of the seventh and the eighth centuries, many places 
in Madras such as Mylapore, Tiruvallikkeni, Tiruvanmiyur, Tiruvottiyur, Tirumullaivayil, Padi and 
Tirunirmalai figure prominently. Peyalvar, one of the earliest Vaishnava saints, is stated to have hailed 
from Mylapore. His contemporary, Tirumazhisai Alvar, was born at Tirumazhisai, near Poonamalle. 
Bhüdattalvar has sung verses in praise of Sri Parthasarati at Tiruvallikkeni. Tirumangai Alvar, who 
was a contemporary of the Pallava king. Nandivarman Ill, has eulogised "е incomparable 
inhabitants of the beautiful Mylapore and Tiruvallikkeni". References to "Mayilai" are also found 
in the Tamil work of the Pallava period, Nandikkalambakam and later works like Kalingattuparani. 


From them we know that it was a chief port on the east coast, important politically and 
commercially. 


Among the Saiva saints, the famour Tevaram trio, Appar, Sambandar and Sundarar visited 
and sang in preise of Mylapore, Tiruvottiyur and Tiruvanmiyur ‘(South of Adyar), Padi or 
Tiruvalidayam and Tirumullaivayil. Two other Nayanmars were born here-Kaliya Nayanar at 
Tiruvottiyur and Vayila Nayanar at Mylapore. 


PULIYUR AND PULAL 


Puliyur near Kodambakkam and Pulal (Red Hills) were the headquarters of two major 
divisions (Kottams) of the ancient Tondaimandalam. Elumur or Egmore was the headquarters of 
a smaller division known as Elumur-nadu which formed part of Pulal-Kottam. Chetpet is mentioned 
as Setruppedu in an inscription of Rashtrakuta king Krishna Ill (10th century A.D.) Nungampakkam

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PALLAVARAM 


It was known as Pallava-puram and associated with Pallava rulers. A rock-cut cave of the 
Pallava king Mahendravaraman | (seventh century A.D.) is found a few furlongs to the east of the 
railway station. Very near to it is the ancient temple of Tirusulam, Velacheri near Guindy, has two 
ancient temples with inscriptions belonging to the tenth-eleventh centuries A.D. It was known in 
the Chola times by another colourful name Dinachintamani-Chaturvedi-mangalam, called after one 
of the queens of Kulottunga I. At Nanganallur near Meenambakkam an ancient Vishnu temple of 
the later Pallava period has been recently unearthed. 


MYLAPORE 


It is called Mayilai in Tamil literature. The great Tamil poet Tiruvalluvar is said to have been 
born here. It figures in the travel accounts of Ptolemy and later European travellers like Marco Polo, 
Marignoli, Durate Barbosa and others. Kapalesvar temple is sung by the Tevaram hymnists and 
later by Arunagirinathar. The original temple is believed to have stood further east, close to the 
sea, and was probably shifted to its present place later. There is also mention of the Pumpavai 
episode in a record. We also come to know that there was a Jain temple dedicated to Neminatha 
near the shore at Mylapore. In the 18th century a Jain resident of Mylapore wrote a Tamil grammar 
book and named it as Neminandam, after the Jain deity of Mylapore. 


TRIPLICANE 


The original name of this place was Tiruvallikkeni, named after the sacred lily tank. The main 
temple is dedicated to Krishna as Parthasarathi or the Charioteer. One striking feature of the temple 
here is that images of Rukmini, Balarama, Aniruddha and Pradyumna are found around the tall 
icon of Sri Parthasarathi a rare combination known as, the Panchavira. The Pallava kings did 
service to this temple as mentioned by Tirumangai Alvar (Tondaiyar-konseyda nan Mayilai ma 
vallikenian) An inscription of Dantivarman is found lying loose in the temple. Inscriptions of 
Vijayanagar times are found in situ in the temple. 


TIRUVOTTIYUR 


Five miles north of Madras, Tiruvottiyur has an ancient temple dedicated to Sri Adipurisvara, 
sung by the Tevaram trio. Much of the old fabric of the temple has come down to டல்‌ undisturbed 
and the voluminous inscriptions starting from the late Pallava period down to the Vijayanagar ng 
in Tamil and Sanskrit bear eloquent testimony to the glory of the temple, its fing a ШО a 
Set-up, its royal patrons and the great intellectual celebrities who were drawn to S A pras 
a centre of Pasupata cult.

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The temple has also some interesting sculptures and bronze icons such as those of Ekapada 
Trimurti, Gaulisvara and Vattapparai Amman. A sculpture of Adisankara unique of its kind, is kept 
in this temple to commemorate his visit to the shrine. There are also beautiful Chola bronzes such 
as Somaskanda and Kalyanasundara. 


FORT. ST. GEORGE 


A prominent landmark is the Fort. St. George founded by Francis Day of the English East 
India Company on the land given to him by the Vijayanagara King in 1640. 


Ably assisted by Andrew Cogan, Francis Day constructed the Fort and named it after St. George, 
since the inner part of the citadel was completed on 23rd April 1640 - St. George's day. 
Thenceforward, it became the seat of power of: the East India company at Madras. The imperial 
history that Fort St. George has seen is one of the fascinating areas of the modern history of the 
Madras Presidency. Personalities like Elihu Yale (1687 - 92), Robert Clive (1798 - 1803). Lord 
William Bentinck (1803 - 07), Sir Thomas Munro (1820 - 27) and other empire builders lived within 
this formidable fort. 


The fort today houses the Tamil Nadu State Legislature and Secretariat. The Secretariat building 
is the most handsome structure noted for its architectual and artistic excellence. The legislative hall 
which occupies a central portion of the ground floor of the Secretariat building is remarkably elegant. 
The magnificent woodwork and black and white stone paving enhance its beauty. The portraits of the 
great statesman-like Edwin Montague which adorn the walls of this hall add splendour and brilliance 
to this chamber. 


ST. MARY'S CHURCH 


Another historic monument in the complex of the Fort St. George is St. Mary's Church. This was 
the first Anglican Church and the oldest place of worship ever built by the English settlers in India. Its 
imposing structure with its tall tower remains in the midst of woody environs as an architecture of 
exquisite beauty. It was named St. Mary's in honour of the Blessed virgin on whose Annunciation 
day (1678) the foundations were laid and it was consecrated on 28th October 1680 by Richard 
Portman. Since then it became a holy place where many memorable marriages had taken place. 
It was here that Yale married the widow Mary Hynmers, on the 4th November 1680, the first 
registered marriage in this church; in 1753, Robert Clive was married to Miss Maskelyne. It is

FORT MUSEUM 


Another place of interest which deserves to be mentioned is the Fort Museum situated north of 
the Secretariat. It has an excellent collection of original writings of the men who toiled for the growth 
of the City of Madras. Its walls are splendidly decorated with portraits and old paintings. There is a 
hall of Arms where old weapons are displayed. The coins, silverware, porcelain, uniforms, engravings 
etc., of early Madras are well exhibited. In fine it is a repository of rare ness of the recent past. 
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ADYAR : THE THEOSOPHICAL SOCIETY 


The International headquarters of the Theosophical society which is situated on the southern 
bank and at the mouth of the river Adyar, joining the blue waters of the Bay of Bengal is one 
of the loveliest places in the city ef Madras. It attracts thousands of visitors every year. The peaceful 
and enchanting atmosphere prevailing in the campus will make the visitor feel that he has entered 
the paradise on earth. The present complex of Theosophical society which extends to over an area 
of 266 acres looks like a park of pretty gardens. Of the trees which beautify the campus of Adyar, 
the gigantic banyan tree is very note-worthy. The Society was founded jointly by the Russian born 
Occultist Madame Blavatsky and her American colleague H.S. Olcott in New York in 1871. Its 
world headquarters was shifted to Bombay and in 1882, to Adyar. The Society has establised 
branches in 56 countries and its members are drawn from all religions. ""Toleration for all shades 
of opinion" coupled with the freedom of expression and universal brother-hood is the cardinal 
principle of modern Theosophy. 


The Adyar Library is a well known centre of research, containing over 100,000 printed books 
and 17,000 valuable palm-leaf and paper manuscripts. With the help of Sanskrit scholars, rare 
Indian manuscripts are collected, translated and published. Indeed it renders useful service for many 
research scholars who come from various parts of the country. The campus of Theosophical Society 
where often solemn stillness holds the air remains a place of eternal tranquility. 


Among other notable landmarks of the Madras city the Connemara public library, the Oriental 
Manuscripts library, the Kalakshetra, the Music Academy, the Tamil Isai Sangam, Valluvar kottam, 
the Gandhi Mandapam. The Peraringar Anna University of Technology, the International Institute 
of Tamil Studies may be mentioned. 


KUNRATTUR 


Twenty miles from Madras, Kunrattur is an important Iron-Age site, subjected to detailed 
excavation by the Archaeological Survey of India. Both megalithic tombs and the contemporary 
habitation site were excavated. Still, numerous megaliths are seen on the slopes of the hill. It was 
the birth-place of Sekkilar, the renowned Tamil poet of 12th Century who wrote the history of the 


Saiva saints (Periapuranam) 

Other items of interest in the place are: an apsidal Siva temple with later Chola dard 
a temple dedicated to Tirunagesvara stated to have been built by Sekkilar; a Vishnu temple wit 
medieval inscriptions; and a beautiful temple for Subrahmanya on the hill-top which has been sung 
by Arunagirinathar (14th century) 


SRIPERUMBUDUR

About 25 miles from Madras on the way to Kanchipuram is Sriperum udur, tr lac 
of the great Vaishnava teacher Sri Ramanujacharya (1017-1137 AD.) His shrine is situated pu 
the Adikesavaperumal temple inSriperumbudur.

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KANCHIPURAM 


The celebrated ancient city of Kanchi, one of the seven sacred cities of India, is only 45 miles 
from Madras. It was a great intellectual centre from ancient times. Tamil Epic Manimekalai 
describes it as the city of many faiths. Hiuen Tsang the Chinese pilgrim who visited the city in the 
7th century mentions that there were many Buddhist monastries here. Excavation done by the 
University of Madras have brought to light some Buddhist vestiges. Buddhist sculptures are also 
found in the town. Having been the capital of the Pallavas, the city has a number of Pallava temples 
of historical importance (the Kailasanatha temple built by Rajasimha and another shrine 
Mahendravarmesvaragriha within it built by his son, Vaikunthaperumal temple built by 
Nandivarman (also sung by Tirumangai-Alvar), the Muktesvara, the Matangesvara, the Iravatesvara 
etc. We can see in them the beauties of pallava architecture and sculpture. Particularly in 
Kailasanatha and Vaikunthaperumal temples, the art-lovers have a feast for their eyes { the former 
containing a veritable gallery of Saiva Iconography and the latter a remarkable array of historical 
sculptures depicting the history of the Pallavas. For the Epigraphists, the Kailasanatha temple is 
of special importance as it displays an interesting variety in calligraphy of Grantha script. The 
famous inscription of the Chalukya king Vikramaditya II expressing his admiration for the temple 
is found here. There are also in Kanchi other celebrated temples sung by the Vaishnava Azhvars 
and Nayanmars. Among the Vaishnava temples are those of Yadoktakari, Ashtabhujasvami, 
Ulagalandaperumal (Trivikrama), Sri Varadarajasvami, Pandava Dutar, etc. Among the Saiva 
temples are the famous Ekambaresvara, Kamakshi, Kachchapesvarar Among these, Ekambaresvar 
and Varadarajasvami temples have magnificient gopuras, prakaras, Pushkarnis and Kalyana- 
mandapas noted for their sculptural and epigraphical wealth. The Kalyana-mandapa at 
Varadarajasvami temple has excellent sculptures of Vijayanagar style depicting the Ramayana and 


Bhagavata scenes. The Kamakshi temple is a reputed seat of Devi worhsip. Sri Sankaracharya of 
Kanchi Kamakoti-pitha has his head quarters here at Kanchi. 


MAMALLAPURAM 


About 35 miles south of Madras on the seacoast is the famous Pallava port town 
Mamallapuram, studded with rock-cut cave temples, monolithic Rathas and the enchanting Shore 
temples. The temples show fantastic variety in the architectural and sculptural themes. Sculptural 
master-pieces like the famous Arjuna's Penance, Durga's fight with Mahishasura. Anantasayi, Bhu 
Varaha, Trivikrama, Ardha-nari, Harihara, not to speak of the excellent animal sculptures like the 
elephant, the bull, the lion and the monkeys stand as eloquent testimony іо: ће glory of the Pallava 
art. Here can be found the famous inscriptions of the Pallava kings like Rajasimha and their 
colourful titles and achievements, written in the Pallava-Grantha script. The cave temple with its 
facade simulating the open mouth of the Vyali and locally called as the Tiger-cave is an outstanding 


creation superb beauty. In short, for a tourist the visit to Tamilnadu will be incomplete without a 
visit to Kanchi and Mamallapuram.
